TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 14.—The Abbett party 
made the Democracy of New-Jersey its captive 
anew to-day at one of the most remarkable and 
tumultuous conventions ever held in the State, 
and forced the nomination of George T. Werts 
upon the party in spite of his repeated refusals 
to accept. 

When he declines, as he has said he will, the 
Abbett State Committee will name the candi- 
date in his stead. An effort was made to defeat 
the nomination of a candidate in his place by 
the Abbett cabal, but the resolution authorizing 
the Chairman ofthe convention to reassemble 
the delegates in the event of a vacancy occur- 
ring was hooted down by the rabble, 

Nor was this the extent of Abbett’s victory. 
He succeeded in forcing the Democracy of the 
State forward as the apologist, through its plat- 
form,for his administration. The only thing 
for which he is willing to make amends is the 
diversion of the State School Fund’s income, in- 
tended to be devoted sacredly to the support of 
the State school system, to the general purposes 
of the State 

THE Tres first, and probably slone, called 
attention to the iniquity of this assault upon 
the achool system. The Republican Convention 
yesterday demanded the repeal of the law mak- 
ing the diversion possible, and the Democratic 
Convention of to-day yielded the point by ad- 
Vising it too. 

The first brush between the sides came in the 
selection of the permanent Chairman by the 
Committee on Organization. The Abbett side 


favored the rétention of James J. Bergen, who 
had presided over the tempurary organization. 

But, apart from his sympathies, Bergen was 
not @ stalwart enough wanto meet the situa- 
tion as the young adherents saw it, and they op- 
posed him witn Congressman Edward F. Mo- 
Denald 

‘he anti-Abbett men feared that the State 
House crowd contemplated a hurrah for Werts, 
and they felt that they had gained a great point 
and brought themselves within sight of the 

romised land when, by a vote of 11 to 9, they 
nduced the Committee on Organization to take 
McDonald and drop bergen. 

When the heavy Congressman took the chair 
after the dinner hour he announced that, though 
he had a preference, he did not propose to an- 
nounce it. His only duty would be to see thatto 
every delegate in the convention was given the 
privilege of casting his vote as he desired to 
cast it, and of having it tallied as he counted it. 
This was a thrust at the unit rule, and the 
Werts men, remembering that at her caucus last 
Bight Hudson had devided to vote as a unit, 
broke into delirious cheers. 

Mr. McDonald was as good as his word, too. 
While he gtayedevery atiewptof the Abbett men 
to,carry the convention by storm, he yet upheld 
the rule tirmiy and resolutely whenever a dele- 
gate complained that the Chairman of his local 
delegation had announced him incorrectly. 

The first real trial of etrength between the 
two sides came over the settlement of the con- 
flicting claims of opposing delegations from 
Passaic to seats in the convention. 

There were forty votes in the balance. Those 
marshaled by Gourley, the Abbett manager in 
Passaic, had been given the seats by the State 
Committee. Another forty, marshaled by 
Hinchcliffe, filed protests with the Committee on 
Credentials. The committee returned into the 
convention with two reports. The majority, 
read amid deafening cheers, favored the admis- 
sion of the Gourley crowd. The minority, pre- 
sented by Judge Daley of Hudson, declared that 
neither delegation had been regularly chosen, 
and in the interest of party harmony advised 
that both the delegations be seated. 

Both sides in the convention began a bitter 
struggle for the votes invoived. Every man 
who attempted to speak was greeted with 
eheers by his partisans and with catealls by 
his opponents, and finally acrowd of Werts men 
begav dancing in one of the aisles to the 
rhythmic cadences of a chorus for “ Werte 
Werts, George T. Werts!” , 

When this fun had ended, the Secretafies 
Managed to begin a roll call of the counties. It 
Was assumed that no friend of Young’s would let 
Gourley stay to vote his forty for Werts, and 
that no friend of Werts’s would let Hinchcliffe’s 
forty in to vote for Young; so it was seen that 
the two interests had come squarely together. 
and that the result of the ballot would indicaiv 
the relative strength of the two candidates. 

Secretary Barnett succeeded in running down 
the roll of the counties, every vote awakening 
velis from the side that it favored. 

The Young side mustered 392 votes in support 
of the Hinchliffe delegation. The Abbett side 
rallied 439 against him, and amid the wildest 
cbeers the Gourley delegation was declared en- 
titled to its seats. 

The effort of the Young delegates to choke off 
Prosecutor Charlies H. Wintield of Hudson, one 
of the most attractive orators in the State, from 
a speech presenting Judge Werts’s name to this 
convention, was the most picturesque and ex- 
citing incident of the day’s proceedings. Mr. 
Wintield isa handsome blonde of commanding 
presence, and a magneticand thrilling orator. 
it had been known for a day or two that he had 
allied himself with the Abbett party, and that 
he had been selected to work the delegates into 
the pecuee frenzy for Werts, with a nominating 
Bpeech. 

The moment the Chairman announced that 
the counties would be calied for nominations, 
Winfield’s lionlike head was seen to rise. At 
lantic had no name to present; he evidently 
6 cted gen to make an opening for him, 
and when she was called she “yielded” to the 
gentleman from Hudson. 

“Platform,” cried one. “ Yes, take the plat- 
orm,” shouted another, and a third, and then a 
dozen in chorus. 

The portly Prosecutor was shoved down the 
aisle by his enthusiastic friends) When he 
reach the orchestra pit other enthusiastic 
friends bent down, extended him their hands, 
and lifted him over the footlighte to the stage. 
Meanwhile the applause was thunderous and 
mixed with cat-calls. 

The Prosecutor was about to strike an attitude 
before his vast avdience—for the great building 
was crowded from pit to dome, platform, aisles, 
benches, and galleries—when ex-Senator Ed- 
wards, Young’s most active supporter, waved 
his hand from the Hudson gallery for silence. 

«] make the point of order,” he was heard to 
exclaim, “that no gentleman who is not a dele- 
gate can participate in the proceedings of the 
convention.” 

“The Chair rules,” Congressman MvDonald 
answered, “thata man nota delegate cannot 
apeak except by unanimous consent of the con- 
vVention.”’ 

“Then I move unanimous consent,” shouted 
Maresh of Union. 

“The motion is unnecessary.” said McDonald, 
“The gentieman is here with credentials.” 

Then hé read papers showing that ex-Senator 
William Brinkerhoff of Hudson had surrendered 
his credentials to the Prosecutor, Winfield. 

“Then I raise the point of order,” Edwards 

sted, “‘that he cannot speak for Bergen, 

ut must wait till Hudson is reached.

Winfield was 
staggered fora moment. Then his wit came to 
him. 

“T didn’t suppose there was a rascal from 
Hudson out of jail,” he exclaimed. The Hudson 
throng became wild with rage and excitement. 
They demanded an opportunity to fling back 
the insult. 

* Let him be heard!” shouted Chairman Mc- 
Donald. - ‘* The Chairman of the convention is a 
Hudson man. We can reply.” . 

When Winfield had finished, Edwards walked 
from his seat down the aisle to tell abouta 
“ certain Prosecutor’’ who had sent a man to 
ask a certain conspicuous candidate whether, 
in the event of his election, he would reappoint 
the ‘‘certain Prosecutor,” and how the con- 
spicuous candidate had replied that he had no 
promises to make. Meanwhile the convention 
was a pandemonium, between those who in- 
sisted that Edwards should tell his story and 
those who did not want him to tell it. 

There was more fun when Senator “ Bob” 
Adrain of Middlesex, who is very mad ut Ab- 
bett for his double dealing on the coal-combine 
bill, jumped to the platform. He referred to the 
May convention, and dressed down Abbett and 
McDermott and James Smith, Jr., and said that 
the man who had whipped them into line was 
Senator McPherson, and that Mr. Young is Mr. 
McoPherson’s candidate for Governor. Judge 
Daley of Hudson presented Young’s name; Cut- 
ler’s name was presented by Morris; Holt Afgar 
presented Donnelly’s name, and then the ballot 
was taken. 

Werts had 431 votes, Young 324, Donnelly 53, 
Cutler 49, and Blodgett 1. Then the counties 
began to tumble over each other to get in out of 
the cold by changing to Werts, und by the time 
the vote was announced the whole convention 
was with him. 

Senator Edwards said that Mr. Werts could 
not accept, amid cries of “ Chestnuts!” and of- 
fered a resolution that in the event of his decli- 
nation the Chairman call the convention to- 
gether again, not later than the 25th. 

The Abbett heelers set up a wild protest 
against this, and the resolution was tabled. 

The Electors, as given above, were chosen, 
and the foliowing platform was adopted: 


The Democratic Party of New-Jersey in conven- 
tion assem bied, declare: 

That they reatiirm the National Democratic plat- 
form adopted at Chicago, and enthusiastically in- 
dorse the nomination of Grover Cleveland and Adlai 
E, stevenson for President and Vice President of 
the United States. 

That they indorse the administration of Gov. Leon 
Abbett. As an answer to the slanders of those who 
have persistently misrepresented the existing man- 
agement of State affairs, we call the attenuon of 
the people to the following facts: 

That theonly permanent state officers to which 
any salary or compensation is allowed created by the 
Democratic Party during the past three years are as 
follows: A Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, 
a Chief of State Police, a State Board of Taxations, a 
State Board for the arbitration of differences be- 
tween employers and employes, @ Board of Commis- 
sioners of Electrical Subways, a Commuissioner of 
Mines, a resident physician at the State prison, and 
a Superintendent of the School Census. The acts 
creating the ofticers of the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance and Cémmissioners of Electric 
Subways provide that the expenses of these 
departments shall be paid, respectively, by the in- 
surance and telegraph companies doing business in 
this State. The total of all salaries to be paid by the 
State to permanent officers created by Democratic 
Legislatures during the present administration is 
jess than $15,000. The pledge, made in our State 
platform of 1889, that there should not be any 
general State tax imposed upon the people has 
been faithfully kept, and we renew the promise 
then made that there shall not be any general State 
tax imposed while the affairs of the state are in- 
trusted to the Democratic Party. On the tirst day of 
January, 1889, the tioating debt of the State amounted 
to $400,000. Every dollar of this has been paid, anid 
over $250,000 expended for the improvement of pub- 
lic buildings and the purchase of a camp ground at 
Sea Girt. ‘That these expenses have been met with- 
out the imposition of a single dollar of direct State 
tax upon the property of private owners and without 
an intrease in the rate imposed upon the property of 
corporations, supports our claim that the State Gov- 
ernment of New-Jersey is the most economical in the 
Union. 

That in pursuance of its pledge, made in its plat- 
form of 1859, to iegislate in the interest of labor, 
the Democratic Party has, during the present Ad- 
ministration, though its legislative representatives, 
enacted the following measures, allof which have 
received the apeveess of a Democratic Governor, to 
wit: Acts which secure, beyond the reach of fraud, 
the payment of wages to mechanics and others en- 
gaged in the erection of buiidings; an act providing 
for sixty free scholarships in the State Agri- 
cultural College; acts to authorize the ertab- 
lishment of free public Libraries and reai- 
ing rooms in  cithes and towns; an act 
giving a lien for wages due for work and labor per- 
formed and materials furnished in finishing silk and 
goods of which silk is a component part; acts tor 
the State Agricultural Experiment Station; an act 
making Saturday a half holiday; an act extending 
the provisions of the mechanics’ lien law to money 
due for labor or materiais furnished in the erection 
of publio buildings; an act prohibiting corporations 
from forcing their employes to contribute to relief 
funds; an act creating a State Board of Arbitration 
for the amicable adjustment of grievances and dis- 
putes that may arise between employers and em- 
ployes; acte providing for absolute secrecy in the 
exercise of the elective franchise; am act providing 
for a Commissioner of Mines to inspect all mines in 
this State and to secure proper safeguards for the 
protection of the lives of the men employed therein. 

An act making wages due workmen and laborers 
a first lien upon the assets of insolvent corporations; 
an act providing for the incorporation of trades 
unions and labor organizations, and other acts. In 
dealing with the unicipal Governments of the 
State, the Democratic Party has adopted the plan of 
vesting in the Mayors of large cities the power of 
appointment of municipal boards and officers, and 
wesubmit to the people of the State that this 
plan of municipal government is entitled to a 
thorough test in lights other than thoee 
afford by mere political partisanship. Un- 
der this eystem there is a concentration of 
personal and political responsibility in asingle office, 
the occupant of which is chosen by the votes of the 
entire city. The plan isin no wise antagonistic to 
local self-government, but, on the contrary, affords 
an inoentive to citizens to participate in municipal 
elections. Under it the grievuus evil of sectional 
strife for municipal patronage can be avoided and 
economy enforced. While the plan is necessarily 
imperfeot, it is subject to amendment, and should be 
given a fair trial and receive impartial judgment be- 
fore a return is made to a system under which re- 
sponsibility is distributedand elusive. We denounce 
all fraude perpetrated upon the elective franchise, and 
we call the attention of the people to ihe fact that 

rosecution and punishment of those crimes have 
boon the work of a Democratic courtaud Prosecutor 
and Democratic jurors. We ask from fair-minded 
citizens a comparison of this fact with the action of 
a Republican Senate, which voted to seat, as Sena- 
tor from Hudson, 4 man whom every one knew was 
not entitl the office. The action of that Senate 
was protected by constitutional privilege, but it was 
pone the less a crime. 

The necessity for a diversion of the proceeds from 
the sale of riparian lands trom the School Fund to 
funds necessary to pay the expenses of rebuilding 
the State House and other extraordinary expenses 
having ceased, we favor a repeal of the act allowing 
such diversion.

The Republicans are hoping groat things from 
the faction fight, and believe Passaic County 
will give upward of 2,000 Republican majority 
in November. With the Democratic unity 
which is pretty sure to be brought about this 
will be an impossibility.

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BRIGANDS THRIVE IN ITALY 


BANDS OF ROBBERS INCREASING 
GREATLY IN NUMBER. 


BIG RANSOMS EASILY OBTAINED—AN 


ALMOST PERFECT IMMUNITY FROM 
PROSECUTION—LAXITY OF THE GOV- 
ERNMENT—A WARNING GIVEN TO 
TRAVELERS. 


LONDON, Bept. 14.—The correspondent of the 
Times at Rome sends to that paper an article on 
brigandage in Italy, in which he saysit is an 
undeniable fact that brigandage is on the in- 
crease, notonly in Sicily, but upon the main- 
land. 

Personal security in the northern provinces, 
to the frontiers of the old Papal States, is as un- 
threatened as in England. But about Viterbo, 
in the Campagna di Roma, forty-two miles 
northwest of Rome, in the vicinity of Corneto, 
in the Province of Rome, twelve miles north of 
Civita Vecchia, and even within twenty miles 
of Rome, the outlaws living in the forests black- 
mail the landlords round about and rob travel- 


ers. The sume state of things exists between 
Velletri, which stands on a height bordering on 
the Pontine marshes, and Terracina, at the 
southern extremity of the marshes. ‘The inse- 
curity is spreading between Palestrina and 
Velletri. All these places are within a com- 
paratively short distance of Kome. 

Itis wellknown that brigands live at Viter- 
bese and that for the past twenty years they 
have been existing on the proceeds of their 
crimes. No etfort is made to suppress them. 
Some of the brigands pose as social reformers. 
One of these thieves has written a letter from 
Caltanisetta, a city of Sicily, to a paper pub- 
lished in Rome, inclosing 5f., which he reqnests 
the paper to give to some worthy charity. 

In writing of his occupation this brigand says 
he never robs the poor—only the rich. He says 
he makes it a rule never to stab his victims. He 
prefers a pistol or cun, and, therefore, he shoots 
them. With much unction he states that he has 
just assisted in shooting and roasting Signor 
Bilotti, who was subjected to all manuer of out- 
rageous indignities because the ransom de- 
manded for him by his captors did not reach 
them at the prescribed time. 

The 7imes also publishes a dispatch from its 
correspondent at Perugia, a city of Central 
Italy, who declares that cases of robbery by 
band$ of armed men are occurring in Old Tus- 
cany, Which hitherto has been the most law- 
respecting part of Italy. The J7imes blames the 
laxity of the Italian Executive in permitting 
such crimes to go unpunished. It advises tour- 
ists to make a note of the dangerous zones and 
to keep away from them. 

RoME, Sept. 14.—The Fanfulla, in an article 
on the operations of the brigands, says to-day 


that the impunity of their recent crimes and the 
enormous booty they have secured without in- 
curring any penalty whatever has stimulated 
the passion for brigandage throughout Italy. 





NO EXPORT DUTY ON LOGS. 
Secceaiiibaaiicn 
THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT HASN'T 
SUCH AN INTENTION. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 14.—There have been rumors 
for some time that the Government intended to 
reimpose an export duty on logs. AS & conse- 
quence of this the United States lumbermen in 
the Saginaw district, who import a large num- 
ber of logs from Canada, are agitated. They 
have been making inquiries as to the truth of 
the rumor from the Ottawa lumbermen and 
others. 4 

So far as can be ascertained the Government 
does not contemplate this change, as it wonld 
seriously affect the lumber interests. Under 


the McKinley tariff the amount of the export 
duty, providing it were imposed, would be 
added by the United Statesto the duty on sawed 
lumber exported from Canada into the United 
States. The imposition by Canada of an export 
duty on logs would not materially aid the reve- 
nue. The manufacturers of wood pulp favor 
the putting on of the duty, since the United 
States taxes the manufactured article. 


Speaking on this point Mr. Ives, M. P., Sher-) 


brooke, says that he has built a mill onthe 
other side of the boundary, and 80 escaped the 
duty on wood pulp. Last session Mr. Ives in- 
troduced a resolution in the House favoring an 
export duty on spruce logs, but it was with- 
drawn at the request of the Government. Mr. 
Ives has now solved the problem for himself by 
going to the other side to escape the duty.

NEW-ORLEANS, Sept. 14.—The alleged official 
report of the Marine Hospital Service that the 
ship May had arrived at this city with three 
cases of yellow fever on board is entirely with- 
out foundation. The ship May has never been 
in this port. She loaded in Mobile with lumber 
and sailed Aug. 13 for Vera Cruz. A cable 
dispatch from that point received at Mobile 
some days ago stated that fourof the crew were 
eick with yellow fever. She was thenin Mexican 
waters. 

MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 14.—Telegraphic inquiry 
came to-day from several neighboring cities, 
saying it was reported that there are five cases 
of yellow feverin Mobile. The Health Officer 
and Mayor have answered that there is no 
yellow fever here and that this Summer has 
been the healthiest in the history of the city.

DID M’ALLISTERK DANCE? 
CLERGYMAN WHO 
END OF TROUBLE. 


PItTseureG, Sept. 14.—A candidate for ordina- 
tion as a missionary of the Presbyterian Church 
to the Chinese at Oakland, Cal., is ina peck of 
trouble. To-morrow the Pittsburg Synod of the 
Reformed Presbyterian Church will assemble 
for the purpose of ordaining David McAllister, 
Jr., a 80n of a well-known pastor of that name, 
and it has developed to-day that there will, in 
all probability, be a decided protest, all because 
the young man attended a picnic where there 


was dancing, and, it is charged, indulged ina 
waltz himself. 

A year ago this same Synod arraigned and 
convicted of heresy and pursuing devious 
courses @ number of the youngest and most 
prominent clergymen in itsranks. These young 
men had framed a proposed amendment to the 
Church law, striking at the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Covenanterism, the right of the ballot. 
It was the father of the young man whose Case 
is now before the Synod who prosecuted the 
young clergymen, and his arguments were 
scathing, denouncing the dissenters as heretics. 

The picnic which young McAllister is said to 
have attendedjwas heldon July 4 at Bakers- 
town by the Junior Order of United American 
Mechanics. it was a very large affair, and the 
young country folks danced throughout the 
whole day. Young gallants clasped their best 
girls about the waist as they went through the 
whirl of the waltz to the musio of a string or- 
chestra. 

Dr. W. K. McAllister, a prominent young 
physician of Bakerstown, who is very popu- 
lar with the young folk, wasinvited to the pic- 
nic. His brother David, the handsome theo- 
logical student, was visiting him that day, and 
the two sons of the Rey. Dr. McAllister, with a 
number of other young people, joined the 
merry party that was dancing in the barn. 

There is a ditierence of opinion as to whether 
young David actually danced, but it is said that 
the Rev. Kirkpatrick of Batterstown will pre- 
sent charges stating that David did dance. His 
brother refuses to say whether he danced or 
not, and his father suys that he has not beard of 
the charges, but he also says: “Ido not know 
whether or not my son is guilty of the accusa- 
tion. If he is, he should suffer the conse- 
quences. If he is proved guilty, why, then I 
say let the Synod act according to the law in the 
case. I believe in enforcing discipline, and 
when the laws of the Church are broken, then 
the violator, no matter who he may be, should 
be made to sutler the penalty of his offense. 

“1 will advise my son, if he is cuilty of the 
charges, to go into the Synod, adinit his guilt, 
and accept the action of the Presbytery in the 
case. I will not make any effort to shield him 
if he is guilty, as our Church has laws that pro 
hibit dancing.”’ 

Young McAllister refuses to say whether he 
danced or not, but says he will be on hand to 
answer all charges made against him.

| MRS. HARRISON VERY LOW 


HER PHYSICIANS HAVE LITTLE 
HOPE OF HER RECOVERY. 


A COMPLICATION OF DISEASES WHICH 
IT IS VERY DIFFICULT TO COM- 
BAT—HER VITALITY AT A LOW EBB 
—THE PRESIDENT CONSTANTLY AT 
HER BEDSIDE, 


Loon LAKE Howse, N. Y., Sept. 14.—The best 
that can be said of Mrs. Harrison’s condition 
to-night is that it is no worse than it was this 
morning. She rested quietly during the day 
and had several short naps, which failed, how- 
ever, torefresh her to any noticeable extent. 
She seems to suffer principally from exhaus- 
tion. Her physicians see to it that she has as 
much relief as possible from physical pain, and 
employ every known method to cheer her up. 

It is gratifying that no more unfavorable 
symptoms manifested themselves to-day. Ail 
the patient's friends now realize that any new 
complications will be attended with the great- 
est danger. Mrs. Harrison’s vitality is at a very 
low ebb indeed, and cannot successfully resist 
further inroads. She has now been contined 
to her bed since last Wednesday, and has grad- 
ually declined in strength. 

This condition is partly due to the two opera- 
tions rendered necessary by the accumulation 
of fluid in the chest cavity. The first took place 
on Friday last and the second on Monday of 
this week. Itis feared that still another will 
be necessary in a day or two. These opera- 
tions, however, afford only temporary relief. 
They are usually followed by exhaustion and 
depression. Mrs. Harrison has stood them both 
very well, and that has been one of the few 
favorable features of the case during the past 
week. 

At 9 P. M. Dr. Gardner, who had just conclud- 
ed an examination of Mrs. Harrison, expressed 
himself to the family as being somewhat en- 
couraged at her condition. In response to in- 
quiries of newspaper wen he said: 

“ Well, I think there isa slight improvement 
in Mre. Harrison's condition to-night, from the 
fact that sbe is resting quietly, that her respira 
tion is not quite so labored as it has been, and 
because fiuid has not gathered in her ghest as 
rapidly as before.”” He added that hedid not 
care to go further into the details of the case. 

From otber sources, however, it is learned 
that while the production of fiuid in the chest 
cavity during the last twenty-four hours has 
not been so extensive as during the preceding 
twenty-four hours it is sufficient in quantity to 
indicate that another operation will be neces- 
sary to-morrow unless a decided improvement 
should occur in the meantime. The physicians 
realize fully the debilitating effects of these 
operations and never make them when they can 
be avoided. Dr. Gardner said positively that 
no operation had been performed to-day, and 
that none would be to-night, but further than 
that he did not care to say. 

Dr. Doughty, the consulting physican, left 
here this afternoon for a visit to Dr. Trudeau at 
Saranac, saying that he would pasa through 
Loon Lake on his way to New-York to-morrow, 
but that he would not stop here unless his prea- 
ence was deemed necessary. 

The President received several telegrams to- 
night from personal friends expressing sym- 
pathy for Mrs. Harrison, and asking for informa 
tion as to her condition. 

Drs. F. F. Gardner of Washington, Ff. E. 
Doughty of New-York, and E. L. Trudeau of 
Saranac had a consultation at the President's 
cottage this morning im regard to the case of 
Mrs. Harrison, and at its close issued the fol- 
lowing statement of her condition: 

“Primary disease, pulmonary tuberculosis 
right side associated with nervous prostration. Re- 
cent complication, subv.acute pleurisy, wit rapid 
elfusion of water in the right chest, necessitating two 
tappings with some relier. Present condition, crit 
ical, on account of tendeucy to reproduction of fiuid. 
Kemoval to Wushington #t vpreseut impossible 
Prognostication as to immediate future, uncertain.” 

The President's family take no encourage- 
ment from their bulletins, and such of thera as 
have shown themselves this morning make no 
effort to conceal their great alarm at the situa- 
tion. The physicians advise them to hope for 
the best, but offer no realencouragement. They 
admit that they are uncertain as to the result, 
and have, so it is said, quietly intimated to the 
President the strong probability of a fatal resuit. 

The President is a most faithful companion 
and rarely leaves Mrs. Harrison’s bedside. In 
fact he really shares the nureing of the invalid 
with a professional attendant. Mr. Russell 
Harrison and Mrs. McKee, the _ Presi- 
dent’s son and daugiter, are also in con- 
stant attendance. The former was summoned 
from New-York as soon as the disease 
took @ dangerous turn. He arrived here this 
morning. Mrs. Russell Harrison will probably 
also be here in a day or two. Mrs. Vimmick 
and Mrs. Parker, nieces of Mrs. Harrison, and 
Lieut. Parker accompanied Mrs. Harrison here 
and have ever since been unremitting in their 
in.ttention to her. The President’s grandchil 
dren, Bennie and Mary McKee, are with their 
mother, but are purposely kept in ignorance of 
the true situation. 

Private Secretary Halford is still here and 
will remain with the President until he goes to 
Washington. All hope for the best, but all ure 
palpably discouraged. Unless there should be 
w decided improvement in Mrs. Harrison’s con- 
dition within the next few days, of which there 
is very little prospect at present, the President 
will not return to Washington in time for the 
Grand Army encampment next week, if, in- 
deed, he is not detained here for several weeks 
beyond that period, In the words of Lieut 
Parker, this morning: 

‘“*The President will remain with Mrs. Harri- 
son until she gets better, and has no other plans 
whatever.” 

It ie therefore apparent that his stay here 
and his future movements are altogether con- 
tingent and indetinite. 

One of Mrs. Harrison's physicians has author- 
ized the following statement of her case as an 
explanation of the bulletin issued this morning: 

“She was tirst taken with a severe attuck of 
the grip in Washington in the Wiuter of 1890, 
followed and aygravated by severe bronchial 
and pulmonary troubles lasting some time. 
While at Cape May in the Summer of 1891 sho 
again took a heavy cold and the bronchial 
troubles reappeared. It was some weeks before 
this attack yielded to treatment. Last Winter 
she had a second attack of the grip, which this 
time was followed by catarrhal pneumonia last- 
ing seven or eight days. After thut she was 
troubled by a severe cough, followed, in March 
last, with a slight hemorrhage of the right lung, 
followed by consolidation of the right apex. 
This consolidation has gradually increased up 
tothe present time, accompanied throughout 
with nervous prostrations. The conditions 
stated inthe bulletin then ensued, resulting in 
the development of effusions.”’ 

{n conclusion, the physician said that Loon 
Lake was selected as the best possib!g place for 
the treatment of her case, but that, as a matter 
ot fact, there has been no real improvement in 
her condition since her arrival here in the early 
Summer. 

Loon LAKE Howse, Sept. 14—Midnight.— 
Thero has been no material change in Mrs. Har- 


rison's condition since Dr. Gardner made his 
last examination at % o'clock. 
A representative of the Associated Press vis- 
ited the house at midnight and found that the 
hysician and all the members of the house- 
Rola excepting the nurse at Mra. Harrison's 
bedside had retired for the night, and that she 
was resting quietly.

MRS. HARRISON’S CONDITION WHILE 
THERE—HER FRIENDS ANXIOUS. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The result of the 
consultation of physicians held at Loon Lake 
this morning to determine the exact nature of 
Mrs. Harrison's illness has proved a source of 
genuine sorrow not only to her immediate 
family, but to every one with whom she had 
comeincontact during the three and a half 
years of her life here. : 

Though tho full extent of Mrs. Harrison's ili- 
ness was uot suspected, even by members of 
the President's Cabinet, it was known here that 
she had been unable to assimilate solid food 
since her return from the unfortunate [ttle 
trip to Fort Monroe, with the exception of a 
few days prior to her departure for Loon Lake, 
when she rallied sufliciontly to take several 
short drives with the President. Then the 
chicken soup and mutton broth, carefully pre- 


pared by the steward, were taken with apparent 
relish, but the temporary improvement passed, 
leaving hereven weaker than before. The only 
nourishment which Mrs. Harrison has taken 
Were the peaches and grapes raised in the 
White House conservatories, and these the in- 
as fancied because they had been sent from 
ome. 
When the President last went to Loon Lake, it 
was with the hope that he could at once bring 
Wile bagk to Washington, aa abe had so fre- 
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quently of late expressed a longing to be once 
more in herown room and see about her the 
surroundings aud faces of those to whom she 
had been accustomed. That this plan is not pos- 
sible is a source of keen regret to the family, 
who no longer venture to entertain any san- 
guine hopes. 

The day has been an especially trying one for 
Mra. Ruseell Harrison, who has been entirely 
alone in the White House, anxiously awaiting 
tidings from the sick room, with only her littie 
daughter as a companion. As rapidly as dis- 
patches were received from Loon Lake, they 
were brought to her for inspection. 

Speaking to-day of the invalid, Mrs. Russell 
Harrison said that since leaving the White 
House in March last, when Mrs. Harrison was 
perfectly well, the only time she had seen her 
was for a few hourson the day of July 5, 
when she returned from the West to go down to 
Cape May Point and keep the seaside cottage In 
readiness for the Summer. Mra. Harrison was 
taken the following day to Loon Lake, but be- 
fore her departure talked quite cheerfully of 
the outlook for the Summer, and appeared in- 
terested in discussing the details of additional 
furnishings at the Cape May cottage. It was 
apparent, however, that even the briefest con- 
tinued talk exhausted her strength. 

The most difficult thing for the family to real 
ize from the start has been that Mrs. Harrison 
could be so seriously ili as to render her recov- 
ery doubtful, as she has always been so strong 
and well—the head and front of everything 
which concerned the welfare and happiness of 
the home cirele. 

Mr. Kussell Harrison, after getting his wife 
settled in the White House, left the city on 
Tuesday for Loon Lake, where he arrived this 
morning. 

Dr. Scott, who stopped at Rosemont, near 
Philadelphia, on his way from Cape May Point, 
will for the first time learn this evening, upon 
his arrival in Washington, of the real state 
of his daughter’s health and of the serious fears 
which are entertained on her behalf. ©n ac- 
count of Dr. Scott’s age it has been deemed ad- 
visable to keep the truth from him as long as 
possible.

It is understood that 
efforts will be made to diminish the output by 
nearly 50 per cent., and that wages will be cut 
down considerably. The number of hands to be 
employed will copsequently be less than in past 
years, and there will be but few brought in from 
other stations. Nearly all ofthe output of this 
season is marketed.

Two deaths were reported yesterday on board 
the oil-tank steamer Heligoland, Capt. Duik- 
lage, which left Altona, near Hamburg, on Aug. 
29, and which arrived at this port yesterday. 
She carried a crew of thirty-five men and no 
passengers. The two unfortunates were Mich- 
ael Ballendes and Ship Carpenter Alf Eafmann, 
both of whom died within twenty-four hours 
after being taken sick. The boat is now anob- 
ored in the lower bay. 

There was one new case of cholera aboard the 
Scandia yesterday. Seaman Ellitowitch was 
stricken down in the morning with the infec- 
tion. All the apartments of the boat were fumi- 
gated and washed with bichloride. Over 5,000 
articles of wearing apparel were also washed in 
the solution. 

Dr. Jenkins made the announcement yester- 
day that the oabin passengers of the Normannia 
would certainly be released to-day. He also 
said thatit was his intention to transfer the 
Rugia’s cabin passengers to the New-Hamp- 
shire, and then, when accommodations could be 
arranged, to take them to Fire Island. 

According to a letter received by the husband 
of a lady who is asaloon passenger aboard the 
Rugia, however, this plan of Dr. Jenkins’s 
meets with little approval. She states that the 
passengers aboard that ship have entered a 
protest against being transferred, as they fear 
that they will be subjected to the same trying 
experience as were the passengers of the Nor- 
mannia. None of the Rugia’s cabin passengers, 
she says, have any fear of remaining on that 
boat until released. 

There have been no arrangements made as 
yet tor the twenty-seven cabin passengers 
aboard the Scandia. Dr. Jenkins intimated 
that he might put them on the Cepheus, which 
can amply accommodate that number, and have 
the boat anchor in the lower bay. 

fhe Cepheus arrived at upper Quarantine last 
evening with the otlicers of the Quarantine 
patrol aboard. They landed, and the Cepheus 
took Dr. Jenkins up to New-York about half an 
hour afterward. His object'n coming to New- 
York was to inquire into the cases of cholera 
which have developed in this city. 

The State Line steamer State of Nevada ar- 
rived this morning from Glasgow with 221 
cabin and { 5o steerage passengers. She re- 
ported having spoken the Anchor Line steamer 
Ethiopia, from Glasgow to New-York, in lati 
tude :54° 26’, longitude 23° 3s’, on Sept. 6. 
The Ethiopia was lying to with engines dis- 
abled, but she signaled the State of Nevada 
that her machinery would be in working or- 
der in a short time. 

There scems to be some doubt as to 
whether the State of Nevada will not be 
held for the full twenty days’ quaran 
tine requiredunder the President's circular 
as she lett Glasgow on Sept. 2, the day 
the circular became operative. Dr. Jenkins was 
undecided yesterday what courses to take, and 
announced that he would consult the Federal 
authorities before taking any action. 

The Majestic of the White Star Line arrived 
from Liverpool at 7:35 A. M. She carried 508 
cabin passengers and none in the steerage.

When asked about these cases, President Wil- 
gon said that the autopsies were simply pega- 
tive in their results und that they would have 
to depend upon the bacteriological exam!na- 
tion jor a deunite determination as to the cause 
of death, The symptoms ofthe disease report- 
ed in theae cases resembled those of genuine 
Asiatic cholera, but there had been no evidence 
that the people had been in contact with in- 
fected persons or articles at Quarantine. 
was puzzling, President Wilsen said, and he 
feareu that the source of contagion might never 
be traced. 

It was 1 o’clock in the afternoon when the re- 
ports of the bacteriological examinations were 
received, and an executive session of the Board 
of Health was called atonce. President Martin 
of the Board of lolice, who is en ex-oihcio 
member of the board of Health, was sent for, 
and the Commissioners remained in session 
until 2:30, when they gave out the otlicial bul- 
letin announcing the deaths from cholera. 

Dr. bryant, the Medical Commissioner of the 
Heaith Department, said that he did not appre- 
hend any danger if the peopie would keep calm 
and not become panic-stricken. The safety of 
the people consisted in their keeping perfectiy 
quiet. 

“Tell them,” said Dr. Bryant, ‘“‘not to get 
frightened. They should go about their usual 
vocations. Let them stay at their homes and 
notrun away in affright. Let them eat and 
drink moderately, enforce cleanliness of person 
and living apartinents, and guide their conduct 
carefully and conscientiously by the provisions 
of the * Don’t’ circuiar distributed by the 
Health Department, and there will be no danger 
of the disease becoming epidemic in this city. 

“ The city is cleaner now than it has been in 
ears and every official is alert and active, but 
t behooves the residents net to become fright- 

ened and lose their heads. The cases roported 
are isolated and there is no evidence of any cun- 
pection between the cases, except the case of 
Wiegmann and bis wife, and the board hae not 
yet been able to discover how the contagion 
originated. 

“ We have taken measures to trace back the 
history of these cases. From the first every 
suspicions case was treated as though it was a 
case of cholera, so far as regards the means emn- 
ployed to prevent the spread of the contagion. 
Thorough disinfection and fumigation was ac- 
complished, and the bea furnishings and cloth- 
ing of the patient were burned. In every case 
where the board was notified before death the 
patient was isolated.

DEATH AS TOLD 
PERSONS.

At 768 Eleventh Avenue, where the old couple 
William and Sophie Wiegmann died, everything 
was in disorder yesterday. The Wiegmanns 
lived on the top floor of the house and had a 


reputation in the neighborhood for being rather 
shiftiess. Jsesides the parents, there were three 
sons and a daughter William, the father, was 
@ tripe cleaner in Low 8. hittles’s maat shop, on 
Eleventh Avenue, near Fifty-fifth Street. About 
a week ago he went home feeling sick and com- 
plained of dysentery. On Sunday, Fept. 4, he 
was jeeling better, and the following day went 
to work. tie came home again at 10 A. M. and 
was sick all day. 

He became so bad Tuesday night that Dr. 
Fruitnight of 251 West Fifty-seventh Street 
was sent for. The doctor treated Lim for cholera 
morbus, and, aiter giving him some medicine, 
went away, saying that he would not have to 
call again. Ky Friday the old man had become 
quite weak, and during the day had several 
vomiting spells. Or. Fruitnight was called 
again and expressed much surprise at the con- 
dition of his patient. He gave him some more 
medicine ani left. At3:45 A. M. last Saturday 
Wiegmann died, and Dr. Fruitnigbt gave a cer- 
tifieate of death, stating that death was due to 
cholera morbus. 

The other members of the family handled the 
body when washing it, and were in contact with 
Wiegmann while he was sick. 

Mrs. Wiegmann complained of feeling illon 
Saturday afternoon, and by 9 P. M. she was sv 
weak as to be unable tospeak. She suffered 
from dysentery very badly,and at 2:30 A. M. 
last Sunday Vr. Young, whois Dr. Fruitnight’s 
assistant, was calledin. The old lady vomited 
frequently, but Dr. Young said that it was 
caused by the dysentery, and after prescribing 
for her he left. At i0 A. M. Sunday Drs. Fruit- 
night, Young, and Smith held a consuitation 
over Mrs. Wiegmann, and concluded that she 
was suffering from cholera morbus. They also 
found that there were some symptoms of ehole- 
ra, but found none sufficient to warrant a 
diagnosis of the case as cholera. 

When Mrs. Wiegmann died, at 6 A. M. on Sun- 
day, Dr. Fruitnight refused to give a certificate 
of Geath on the ground that he had not treated 
her for more than one day. Both bodies were 
taken to Palmer's undertaker’s shop, at Forty- 
seventh Street and Tenth Avenue, on Monday. 

The Wiegmanns were Germans, who had been 
in the country for thirty-two years. A TIMES 
reporter saw Henry, the eldest son, yesterday, 
and was told by him that the old couple had had 
no communieation with any person on board the 
infected suips. Neither had they handled any 
goods nor received any mail from the ships. 
When asked how he eupposed his parents be 
came infected, he said: 

“Ido not think that they had the cholera. 
There was no way for them to become infected, 
and the doctor's diagnosis of the case should be 
sufficient to show that it was cholera morbus, 
It would bea pretty dumb doctor who would 
not know the difference between cholera mor- 
bus and Asiatic cholera. My mother died from 
@ broken heart. She had no more cholera than 
I have now, and I would not be afraid to make 
any test that is known to be infectious.” 

Dr. G. A. Weymann, one of the doctors «eta- 
tioned by the Health partment to watch the 
house, was on duty yesterday afternoon. He 
disinfected the house and received a warm re- 
ception from the two women who live in the 
house. They do not believe that the Wiegmanns 
died ef cholera and look upon the advent of Dr. 
Weymann as an intrusion. They stood at the 
door of the house all the afternoon, each with a 
dirty baby in her arms, and tried in every 
sible way to make life a burden to the doctor.

When he arrived at his lodgings he asked for 
a glass of milk, which he swallowed almost ata 
draught. In a few minutes, however, he was 
compelled to throw it offagain.

Dr. Robert Deshon of 354 West Fifty-sixth

‘I found every symptom of cholera jn the 
man,’ besaid. ‘“ His pulse was above the nor- 
mal, his eyes were sunken, and the cramps in 
were particularly violent.

I hurriedly called Dr. H. Robinson of 
402 West Fiity-eighth Street in consultation, 
and after making an examination and bear- 
ing the history of the case he agreed 
with my diagnosis, and after ordering 
mustard plasters and hot-water bags we hurried 
out to report the case to the Health Board 
through the police and to send for a priest. At 
10:30 the man died.” 

Mrs. Chariotte Beck, aged thirty, of 1,764 
Second Avenue, Whose death is under investi- 
gation, died at 1 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon. 
The house 18 one of five apartment tenements 
between Ninety-second and  Ninety-third 
Streets, and is occupied by about eight families. 
Mrs. Keck, her five-month-old baby, and hus- 
band, Hugo, lived on the fourth floor, front. 
On Monday evening she was standing on the 
sidewalk holding her baby, and apparently in 
good health. At1l o'clock she had an attack 
of diarrhea, unaccompanied by any pain. She 
gotup and made some barley water, which she 
thought would relieve her. Later she began 
vomiting and suffered from cramps, especially 
in her legs. 

Early in the morning her husband sent for Dr. 
Vandergoltz of 193 Second Avenne, the family 
physician, who arrived at the house at about 8 
o'clock and found the woman ina partly coma- 
tose condition. When he spoke to her she an- 
swered with all the strength that she could 
muster, and later on her voice became squeaky. 
Dr. Vandergoltz said she spoke in the “ cholera 
voice,” which he says is poticed a little before 
the death of the victim. Assoon as be could, 
Dr. Vandergoltz hurried over to the Eighty- 
eighth Ktreet Police Station and informed the 
otlicer in chirge that Mrs. Beck had the cholera, 
and he also informed the Board of Health. He 
returned to Mrs. Beek, who sank lower and 
lower until 1 o’clock in the afternoon, when she 
died. 

The Board of Health had the body removed 
to the reception hospital, in Sixteenth Street, 
and took away all the bedding and carpets that 
were in the room where the woman had died, 
and fumigated all the apartments occupied by 
the Becks. Mr. Beck took the baby, that was 
half starved, to his brother’s house, at 428 
Kast Eighty-fifth Street, where he is now stay- 
ing. The mother suckled her baby until she 
was taken sick. Yesterday the child was being 
cared for by its aunt, the wife of Beck’s broth- 
er, who has several young children of his own. 
The child’s aunt was not at all alarmed, and did 
not think that her sister-in-law had had the 
cholera. 

Yesterday afternoon the house where Mrs. 
Beck died was visited by one of the physicians 
of the Board of Health, who would not give his 
name. He told the inmates of the house that 
none of them must move from the house at 
present, and Capt. Schmittberger sent an officer 
to remain atthe house and assist the dovtor. 
The inmates, with the exception of those on the 
top floor, who were somewhat frightened, took 
the matter very coolly, and did not show any 
alarm at all. 

About a week ago Hugo Beck and his brother, 
Hermanrn, attended a birthday celebration ata 
saloon at Ninety-second Street and Third Ave- 
nue, Hugo was taken sick at the time, went 
home, and suffered from diarrhea and vomiting. 
He sent for Dr. Vandergoltz, who prescribed 
for him the ordinary remedies for cholera mor- 
bus, and the man recovered from the attack the 
following duy. 

Hugo Beck is employed at Pearsall’s butcher's 
store in Fulton Market, and Mr. Pearsall, Mra. 
Hermann Beck said, supplies the Inman steam- 
ers with meat. She believed that other vesseis 
were also supplied with meat by this firm. 

Dr. Vandergoltz said lastevening that Beok 
told him that he used to take the meat to the 
steamers and put it into storage there. This 
made the doctor suspect that Beck might have 
come in contact with some personon board who 
was infected, or had somehow come into con- 
tact with cholera germs on board. The sickness 
thathe had may have been a mild attack of 
cholera, and as his wife nursed him she may 
have got germs from him, and so contracted 
the disease in a virulent form. 

Dr. Vandergoltz has had a good deal of ex 
perience with Asiatic cholera in Marseilles, 
France. He eaid that attacks of cholera are not 
always fatal. One person might get a mild at- 
tack and communicate the disease to another 
person, who might die. The Board of Health 
had requested him uot to speak about this case 
until Friday, as po microscopical examination of 
the discharges from Mra. Beck have yet been 
made, but Dr. Vandergoltz said that he had uo 
doubts whatever of the case being one of gen- 
uine cholera.

Chief Inspector of the Board of Health in the 
Department of Contagious Diseases. He has 
instituted a system of fumigation, disinfection, 
and surveillance thatleaves nothing whatever 
to breed disease. 

The general plan of procedure ig this: When- 
ever attending physicians report a case as 
cholera or as showing choleraic symptoms, the 
department at once takes charge of it. Two In- 
spectors are dispatched to the house, and they 
are required to remain there till all fear of the 
contagion has passed. Their duty is to See that 
the apartments of the sick person are disin- 
fected and the whole house thoroughly cleansed. 
It the person should be ina condition to re- 
quire it, he would be removed to the floating 
hospital of St. John’s Guild. None, however, 
has thus far been sent to the hospital. 

All soiled clothing and bed linen and the mat- 
tress—everything that can by apy possibility im- 
part the taint—is removed to the fumigating 
house at the foot of East Sixteenth Street and 
there fumigated. Things are not necessarily de-. 
stroyed, but they are rendered perfectly safe 
tor further use. And all the time the inspectors 
Stay atthe house they watch the condition of 
The description of their duties 
is given in its entirety in the following circular, 
which was issued for their guidance yesterday: 
DIRECTIONS FOR THE CARE OF SUSPECTED PREM- 

ISES. 

“Take the name and age of every person in the 
house, the kind of occupation, and the place of bust- 
ness of every person employed. 

“Watch for any diarrheal cases; prescribe for 
them; keep them in bed or quietly in their rooms.

“(ook after the Ventilation of each room, es- 
pecially the béedrvoms. 

“Cause all garbage, refuse, old pene, &e., to be 
burned in the stoves » hile the fire is brisk. 

“ Allow no family to move from the premises with- 
out @ special permit from the Chief [Inspector 

“All discharges from the bowels or vowit of sick 
persons is to be received in Vessels containing disin- 
fecting tuid before emptying into closets or privies. 

“All soiled bedding-— sheets, pillow cases, blank- 
ets, handkerchie’s, or rags—to be removed at once 
and put in a pail or tub with disinfecting tiuid boil- 
ing hot, and afverward bviled for balf an hour. 

“The Inspector must be always on duty at the 
premises until relieved by his alter ego. 

“No drinking vessels or other vessels used by pa- 
tients are to be used without being thoroughly 
cleansed by boiling soapsuds.”’ 

Dr. Morris has been placed in charge of all 
the young doctors who do duty at the places 
“suspected. Speaking of the system yesterday 
he said. 

** We hav two doctors at each place all the 
time, day and night. They relieve each other 
according to such plan as they may please to 
decide upon. Lut one of them has to be there 
all the time, in the active discharge of the 
duties set forthin the circular. They are re- 
quired to report to the main office here once 
every two hours through the day and night, 
whether all be well at the house or not. So we 
are in constant touch with them. 

“To-day we have five places watched in this 
way. They are the premises at 879 Tenth Ave- 
ue, Where Mcivoy died; at 768 Eleventh Ave- 
nue, where the Wiegmanns died; 411 East 
Forty-sixth Street, where the child, Minnie 
Lovinger, died; 1,764 Becond Avenues, where 
Charlotte Beck died, and 318 East lorty- 
seventh Street, where a man named Callahan 
died. These last two are not known as yet to 
have been cases of cholera. The deaths were 
considered suspicious, aud the precaution is 
taken of watching the places. 

“We have a list of reserve doctors, so we can 
cover a number more places should it be neces- 
sary. 

“Should any of the doctors discover any 
choleraic symptoms on the part of any people 
in the house, they would at once communicate 
with us. We have another corps ot workers 
reudy to go wherever the call may be. They 
would do the work of disinfection and would 
remove the body should there be one to re- 
move. All soiled clothing would be sent at 
once to the reception hospital at the foot of 
Kast Sixteenth Street and taken care of. Any 
severe cases of sickness would be isolated on 
board the floating hospital.”

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


REASSURING TALKS BY PRESIDENT WIL- 
SON AND DR. BRYANT. 


President Wilson of the Board of Health 
looked weary and fagged out yesterday after- 
noon. He was just from a long, sharp fight 
with the baymen at Fire Island, and returned to 
find his services equally in demand at home. 

When asked what he could say regarding the 
situation in New-York, he replied: ** Nothing.” 

“There is nothing more to say,” he continued 
afterabit. “ The bulletin gives all that there 

+8 to give. There have been some sporadic 
cases of cholerain thecity. There have been 
other deaths that we do not yet know the cause 


of. They may also be the cholera. These cases are 
not from epidemic. What are they from? I 
dou’t know yet. We are trying to find out. 

“There is no scare. There is no occasion for 
any. For instance, there was the first case on 
the 6th. There has been no secondary case, 
and itis now the i4th. There should be no ex- 
citement over this. There is not the least occa- 
siou for it in the world. 

“ We bave everything in thorough shape to do 
good, systematic work. All suspected cases 
willbe handled as though we were satisfied 
that they were cholera. Practically, we shall 
establish quarantine for each case.” 

Commissioner Bryant was also quietly confi- 
dent of the ability of the department to cope 
with the situation. Cholera, he said, was a se- 
rious thing, but this was nota serious case of 
the cholera. 

“In every case,” said he, “ we shall immedi- 
ately burn all the clothing that could carry con- 
tagion. This will be done at the house at the 
foot of East Sixteenth Street. It may become 
necessary to close Sixteenth Street. In that 
case, We shall close it as far up as there may 
appear any necessity for doing. I cannot say 
how far that might be. 

‘*Wecan isolate cases of the cholera on the 
floating hospital. The boat will accommodate 
about 500 patients. We have as yet taken no 
steps toward the establishing of other hospitals. 
We have not even selected the sites for them. 
People in the vicinity of them would be getting 
uncasy if they thought cholera patients were to 
be gathered in a body near them. The location 
of other hospitals wil) depend upon the loca- 
tion of the mass of patients. We can readily 
accommodate a large number. 

“There seems no reason to anticipate that 
there will be any great number to care for, how- 
ever. 

“Our Inspectors are now taking every pre- 
caution to prevent the spread of the disease. 
They are on duty at all bouses whére there have 
been cases, and they are watching all persons 
who have been brought in contact with the 
causes. Each case that we touch we make a 
siudy of, and try to get at the cause of ‘the in- 
fection. When we get that we know a good 
place to go to work to stop the thing. But 
when we are satisfied as to a cause of infec- 
tion, it does nut follow that we would make it 
public. In fact, we very likely would not. 

“ {tis noticeable that all the cases are those 
of American citizens. Some had been in this 
country many years, and some had lived for 
years in the place where they died. I do nut 
think these cases arise from immigrants.”

SEARCHING FOR THE MICROBE. 


HOW PROF. DUNHAM FOUND 
CHOLERA GERMS. 


The fact of the presence of genuine Asiatic 
cholera in this city was demonstrated by Prof. 
Edward K. Dunbam at the Carnegie Laboratory 
in Kast Tweuty-sixth Street, connected with the 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College. In co-op- 
eration with him worked Prof. Hermann M. 
Biggs, also of the college, who has just been ap- 
pointed chief of the department of pathology, 
bacteriology, and disinfection of the Board of 
Health. To them, as experts, the Board of Health 
sent for a rigid biological examination samples 
of the dejecta of the patients under suspicion of

“I also placed a drop of dejection into steril- 
ized beef tea in the usual test tube—making the 
examination in triplicate—and placed it in an 
incubator regulated at body temperature of 
981g° F abrenbeit. 

“ After from eight to twelve hours I examined 
a drop of the bee! tea cultivation microscopic- 
ally to determine the form and arrangement of 
the bacteria present while still living. I also 
prepared piate cultures from —— of the beet 
tea culture in order to separate the individual 
bacteria from each other. The varieties found 
were not determined with absolute accuracy, a3 
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search was being made for but one, but five or 
six were noted. : 

“These plate cultures in themselves furnish a 
means of picking out those species of bacteria 
which might be Asiatic cholera, and enables us 
to separate these from the rest, and by further 
atudy to completely identify them. In order to 
do this, s0mme Were Stained with aniline colors, 
as was the original material; others were 
transplanted into sterile nutrient jelly, and 
others transferred to a sterile solution of pep- 
tone for the indo-reaction test. 

“In this manner the character of the indi- 
vidual bacteria of the growth upon plate cult- 


ures in gelatine tubes, in beef tea, and in pep- ! 
‘i ‘2 , of the cholera scare increased yesterday when 


tone having been found to correspond exact 
with the well-known characteristics of the 


source of Asiatic cholera, the résult is suilicient : 


to establish the biological diagnosis. 

“T found the comma bacilli in the comma and 
8 forms, also in the O form to some extent, and, 
when cultivated, in the spiral form. 


“In one case I found the comma bacilli pres- | 


ent in the sample sent me in about 20 per cent. ; 
in another these bacteria were in a majority, 
and in a third practically nothing else was 
found. 

“To make a satisfactory test requires from 
thirty-six to forty-eight hours; some cases may 
need along time. It depends on the relative 
abundance of the bacilli present. The work has 
kept me busy, sometimes keeping me in the 
laboratory until 3 A. M. My duty in the matter 
has been simply to determine whether Asiatic 
cholera was in town. I have no hesitation in 
saying that the cases reported on by myself and 
Dr. Biggs were genuine Asiatic cholera.” 

When questioned about the case of Charles 
McEvoy, who died on the 6th inst., Prof. Dun- 
ham explained the time found necessary to de- 
termine the existence of the cholera microbe by 
saying that as it was the first case the moat ab- 
solute care was necessary; the work proved 
difficult owing to the presence of the bacilli in 
small numbers, and the post-mortem exanmina- 
tion, at which he himself happened to be pres- 
ent, did not warrant anything more than a sus- 
picion of cholera. 

Dr. Dunham is a young man. He was gradu- 
ated from the School of Mines of Columbia 
College in 1881, and was graduated from the 
Harvard Medical =chool in 1886. He studied 
for a year in Berlin in the Hygienic Institute 
under Prof. Koch, On his return he acted for 
a year as bacteriological expert to the Mas- 
sachusetts Board of Health, then investigat- 
ing sources of water supply and the disposal 
of sewage. He then came to the Bellevue Hos- 
pital Medical College as instructor in histology. 
After three years’ service he was @ yearago 
made Professor of Histology and Bacteriology 
and director of the Carnegie Laboratory, where 
he carries on much independent 

Dr. Bigzs of 58 Kast Twenty-fiftbh Street is 
also a professor in the Bellevue Medical School, 
from which be was graduated in 1883. He has 
also studied in Germany. 


WHAT MAYOR GRANT SAYS. 


THE SITUATION NOT SUCH AS TO 


CAUSE FEARS OF AN EPIDEMIC. 


Mayor Grant, President Wilson of the Health 
Department, and President Porter of the De- 
partment of Charities and Correction held a 
conference early last evening. When seen 
afterward at the Manhattan Club the Mayor 
said: 

‘“Itis undoubtedly true that cases of Asiatio 
cholera have appeared in New-York. This is 
unfortunate, but it is not a calamity to inspire 
a panic in the minds of the people. The cholera 
disease has appearedin this city. Cholera the 
plague, the pestilence, the scourge, is still, I 
trust, far fromus. The five cases that are re- 
ported by the Board of Health as undoubtedly 
cholera are scattered over the period from Sept. 
6 to Sept. 13, though their true character was 
only developed by to-day’s report of the 
bacteriological examination. That their treat- 
ment ae suspected cases has been efficacious 
in preventing the spread of the disease, and 
that no cases can be traced to them as centres 
of infection or contagion, is encouraging and 
reassuring. 

“The value of the work that has been done in 
preparing and providing precautions is thus 
fully shown, and justities us in the belief that 
we are to be spared the danger of an epidemic. 
It shows that cholera is @ disease that ecientitic 
methods aud good sanitary conditions will pre- 
vent from spreading, and takes from it the ap- 
palling character of anirresistible scourge to be 
dreaded, fied from, or weakly succumbed to.” 

Willis Holly, the Mayor’s secretary, made the 
following statement after the conference: 

“ The fact in relation to the cholera cases had 
been wade public under an understanding with 
and by the advice of the Mayor, with the idea 
that it was best that the public should be kept 
fully informed. The city otlicials who are dealing 
with the questions that arise in the emergency 
caused by the danger from cholera took the 
view that as servants of the public the best 
service that they can render is to adopt what 
they consider the best measures of precaution— 
that of keeping the publio informed. Tie un- 
suspected danger is always the greatest. 

“The Mayor found that the Department of 
Charities and Correction is fully prepared. 
Should 8t. John’s Guild Floating Hospital 
prove inadequate forthe reception, treatment, 
aud isolation of the cholera patients, there are 
tive other places that can be nade ready with a 
few hours’ notice for that purpose. Until the 
result of the bacteriological examination was 
made public it was considered unwise to declare 
that there had been cholera cases in the city, as 
the scientific distinctious between the different 
varieties of the disease are so fine. In this con- 
nection it is well to remember that sporadic 
cases of cholera to the number of a dozen a 
year are not uncommon in this city. These 
cases have always been taken care of, and the 
resent contingency finds extreme precautions 
n force, and gives the officials perfect confi- 
dence in their avility to take care of the disease 
this season.” 


DR. JENKINS’S VIEW. 


DOESN’T BELIEVE THAT ANY CHOLERA 
GERMS HAVE GOT BY HIM. 


The principal topicof conversation at Quaran- 
tine last night was the appearance of cholera 
in New-York. All of the olflicials were very 
much surprised, and Dr. Jenkine expressed 
himself as contident that no cholera had passed 
Quarantine. He said that all baggage had been 
thoroughiy disinfected not only since the 
cholera had become epidemic in European 
ports, but ever since the typhus fever threat- 
ened to gain a foothold last Winter. 

He said that the best authorities in the world 
agreed thata stringent quarantine could only 
lay claim to preventing 70 per cent. of the possi- 
bilities of the introduction of cholera into the 
place guarded. The 30 per cent. of posaibili- 
lies of cholera obtaining a footheld in a place 
were due to agencies over which a quarantine 
could have no control. Dr. Jenkins said that 
he saw bo good reason why the cholera in New- 
York might not Le stamped out without any 
further cases.

PRECAUTIONS IN THE SCHOOLS. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION ON THE 
NEED OF UNUSUAL CARE, 


The following resolutions were adopted yes- 
terday by the Board of Education: 

Whereas, It is proper and important that all per- 
sous in authority should exercise at the present 
time extraordinary care in guarding against the 
disease which is now at our doors; and, 

Whereas, ‘he Board of i-ducation has under ita 
charge 143 schools, attended daily by 100,000 chil- 
dren, therefore, 

diesolved, That the Board of Education hereby 
specially and earnestly calls the attention of tho 
several Hoards of (nspectors of Common Schools to 
section 1,034 of the Consolidation act, in which it is 
declared to be the duty of the said [Inspectors “ to 
examine at least once in every quarter ali the schools 
in their several districts in respect to cleanliness, 
safety, warming,\ ventilation, and comfort of the 
school premises, and to call the attention of the 
Trustees without delay to every matter requiring 
ollicial action,’ and that the Board of Education re. 
quests the Inspectors to make immediately the ex- 
emination thus required, and to be at thia time 
eapecially urgent and indefatigable in discharging 
the duties which the law imposes upon them. 

Resolved, That the Board of Education requests 
the several Boards of ‘lrustees, and through the 
Trustees directs the Principais, janitors, and all 
others Concerned, to see that every part of every 
school is thorougbly cleaned and is kept clean, and 
that every suspicious Case of sickness is promptly 
reported to the Board of Health. 

Resolved, That the Board of Education requests 
the Board of Health to have the plumbing, drainage, 
anil ventilation of every school inspected, and all de. 
fects discovered immediately reported for the 
prompt attention of this board.

GOY. FLOWER BUSY. 


HELD MANY CONSULTATIONS YESTER- 
DAY AS TO FIRE ISLAND MATTERS. 


Gov. Flower remained at his headquarters in 
the Windsor Hotel all day yesterday. He was 
notin amoodto be trifled with in discussing 
Island. He 
received a basketful of telegrams and other 
communications thanking him for his action. 

There was a dramatic incident during the 
forenoon when Willard P. Keid, the attorney 
for the Islip people who protested against 
using Fire Island for quarantine purposes, 
Gulled at the Governor’s room. 

Mr. Reid came to serve the injunction which 
had been vacated Tuesday. He sat on the sofa 
hear the door, and, after brief preliminary re- 


Serve the injunction on him as a formality. 

“Are you the man who is reported to have 
talked with Senator McPherson when the boat 
attempted to land at Fire Island?” asked the 
Governor. 

“Tam,” said Mr. Reid. “I want to serve 
these papers on you personally as the Governor 
of the State,” and as he spoke he handed the 
= to the Governor, laying them on his 

nee. 

’ They dropped to the floor. Gov. Flower picked 
them up, looked at them hurriedly, and placed 
them on the table in the centre of the room. 

‘*T would like to speak to you personally for 
a@ moment,” said Mr. Reid. 

Gov. Flower arose, thrust both hands deep 
into his pockets, and said: “I accept these 
Genero asthe Governor of the State of New- 

‘ork, and as Governor I do not care to talk to 
you any further.”’ 

Mr. Reid made some reply to the effect that he 
understood the Governor’s position as well sas 
hisown. The Chief Executive made no reply, 
but picked up tbe parees and put them in his 
socket, while Mr. Reid took his hat and um- 

rélla and went away. 

Dr. Newbold, President of the State Board of 
Health, was with Gov. Flower for a time. He 
brought a telegram from the health authorities 
of the town of Islip, asking by what authority 
be assumed control over Fire IsJand. With the 
Governor's legal adviser a conference was held 
on this matter. After looking up the law this 
opinion was given: 

“The State Board of Health has powers to give or- 
ders to a jocal Board of Health, and has the same 
general jurisdiction over State property that a local 
board has in its locaiity. The State board yesterday 
notitied the local board of Islip of this situation. « 

“The jurisdiction of the State board in no way in- 
terferes with the power or authority of Dr. Jenkins 
in quarantine matters on Fire Isiand. He isa State 
otiicer.” 

This reply was, in substance, sent to the Islip 
authorities. Gov. Flower and Dr. Newbold 
joined in saying that there was no intention of 
any interference with the work done by Dr. 
Jenkins. 

Gov. Flower sent atelegram to Dr. Jenkins 
asking bim if he could arrange with the Custom 
House to send Inspectors to Fire Island and 
examine the baggage of the passengers when 
they are released. 

A delegation of citizens from the Fifteenth 
and Seventeepth Wards of Brooklyn called on 
Gov. Flower and urged him to take some action 
toward stopping the bone and fertilizer fac- 
tories in the Newtown Creek district. 

One of the telegrams which Gov. Flower re- 
ceived was from Senator MoPherson at Fire 
Island. It was as follows: 

“ Words cannot express our thanks to you for the 
ability and energy you have displayed in our behalf. 
We are safe on shore, and there is nothing we can- 
not now get for ourselves.

Late in the afternoon Adjt. Gen. Porter called 
on the Governor again and conferred with him 
in relation tu the withdrawal of the troops. A 
little later he sent a telegram to Col. Austen, di- 
recting him to use his own discretion as to when 
he would bring his command home.

Cenductor Isaac Freese of the Long Island 
Railroad came to the Watson House to-night 
and said he had had a passenger from Babylon 


for New-York, who had given him two German 
gold pieces and a German silver piece for fare 
from Babylon to New-York. 

The passenger was accompanied by several 
women and the party was nervous. 

A boatman came to the Babylon dock shortly 
after midnight who said to other boatmen that 
he had earned $130 since dinner by bringing a 
party of persons from Fire Island that had 
come from the Cepheus.

REJOICING BY THE NATIVES AT THE 
DEPARTURE OF THE TROOPS. 


BABYLON, L. I., Sept. 14.—With beating drums 
the Thirteenth Regiment marched gladly out of 
town at dusk this evening. They forgot all 
about the mud and their rain-soaked uniforms 
and hardly paused long enough to wave adieu 
to the young women who gathered in consider- 
able numbers to smile them a long farewell, 
The ‘Fighting Thirteenth” was in the thick of 
the recent trouble at Butfalo and the men did 
not relish being called out so soon again, and 
were ready to howl with joy when given the 
order to return home. 

The peaceful Babylonians were not less 
pleased.over the departure of the troops, and 
as the last bluecoat trudged out of sight toward 





the railroad station a crowd of oystermen and 


clam diggers assembled at the four corners set 
up a whoop of derision and satisfaction. 
They're nice soldiers,” oried out a bluff old 
baymar in a fog-horn voice; “ they’ve raised 
mvre fuss in towu in one day than all the bay- 


} men in a month.” 


** Yes,” said another, *“‘they’ve sent us drunk- 
en soldiers to drive out sober bay men.’ 

This was in part an unfounded charge against 
the soldiers, four comparatively few of them 
were boisterously drunk, butin other ways the

News camé later 
in the day that while a few of the passengers 
had gone to bed, none had developed symp- 
toms of cholera. When word came over the 
wire late this afternoon that five cases of 
— Asiatic cholera had developed in New- 

fork City there was genuine excitement and 
not @ little apprehension over the occupa- 
tion of Fire Island. The Babylon Board of 
Health gathered together with a rush and or- 
dered Health Ofticer Leggett to go to Fira 
Island and consult with the authorities there 
in relation to quarantining the Babylon dock. 
The board told the Health Officer to tell the 
Fire Island doctors that it would be a good 
thing to allow no one to leave the island with- 
out @ certificate from the physicians there. 

While the board was in session the news came 
that the passengers of the Normannia would 
probably be discharged from lire Island to- 
morrow. The board took no action in the mat- 
ter, but the general excitement was increased 
by the news. While there is a good deal of quiet 
talk over the prospect that the released passen- 
gers Will pass through the village on their way 
to their homes, there {sno evident disposition 
to throw any obstacles in the way of their de- 
parture. There will not be a delegation of 
citizens at the Babylon dock to weet them, 
however, and shake them warmly by the hand, 
and they are not likely to be invited to stop 
and take tea after the uaual custom of hospita- 
ble Babylonians when strangers reach their 
midst. 

The departure of the troops was not accom- 

lished without a persistent | luif on the part of 

arling, the Republican Sheriff of Suffolk Coun- 
ty. Early in the day the Sheriff, who had been 
brooding on the Sherman House piazza ever 
since his first communication with Gov. Flower, 
received from the Governor the following mes- 
sage: . 

“IT thank you for the efficiency displayed. Swear 
in some deputies to guard the landing of the Ripple 
at Islip, or any other portin your county where she 
lands.” 

After studying this telegram for some time, 
the Sheriff sent back to the Governor the fol- 
lowing telegram: 

“*T do not fully understand what I am to guard 
against. Should Babylon Health Board establish 
quarantine at landings of Rippie, how shall I meet 
that case!” 

Col. Austen of the Thirteenth Regiment re- 
ceived a telegram from the Governor during the 
forenoon telling him to hold a conference with 
the Sheriff and put himself under his direction. 
As aresult of the conference the Sheriff sub- 
mitted to Col. Austen a written declaration that 
the troops were unnecessary and that the pres- 
ent force of deputies on Fire Island was suf- 
ticient to preserve the peace. Thereupon Col. 
Austen issued an order for the troops to return 
to Brooklyn. They left in a syecial train after 
7 o'clock. 

The little squad of Naval Reserves that camé 
with the troops left for New-York at 4:30 P. M, 
The dozen or more soldiers of the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment of New-York that also came last 
night went away on aregular train in the mid- 
dle of the day. The soldiers had a good time. 
They feasted on green corn, corned beef, coffee, 
and beans, knocked apples and pears from the 
trees by throwing bayonets at them, and danced 
jigs with the female servants of the Walton 
House in the kitchen of the hotel. They sang 
glees on the hotel porch and cooked potatoes in 
sewer pipes laid over the hot coals. 

Two of the militia got into a fight in the rear 
of the Sherman House, and Private Delaney of 
Company F knocked down Corp. Marks of 
the same company. The Corporal tore his 
shoulder straps off inorder to fight on equal 
rank. He was captured by a guard and put 
under arrest. He will be court-martialed, and 
Col,. Austen said that he would be dismissed from 
the regiment. 

Col. Austen had a brush with the Western 
Union telegraph operators this morning, which 
resulted in his calling for a guard to take charge 
of the office. The operator had delayed a mes- 
sage from Col. Austen to Gov. Flower three 
hours, and refused to put aside afternoon news- 
paper copy. But he weakened when he saw the 
guard coming, and rushed otf the dispatch at 
top speed. 

The Postmaster at Babylon to-day received 
the following crank postal card: 

“Your people must be fools. How can they sup- 
pose that they can oppose the whole power of the 
State’? An exigency has arisen. Humanity every- 
where demands that every means be taken to pre- 
vent a universal slanghter. Your infernal mean, 
seltish, unfeeling, atrocious baymen, for their clams, 
oysters, and fish, would aid a terrible calamity to the 
whole people of the United States.” 

On reaching the station, to depart for Brook- 
lyn, Col. Austen, the commander of the Thir. 
teenth Regiment, received a dispatch from Gov, 
Flower ordering him to detail LUO men to go ta 
Fire Island to-morrow morning to act as @ guard 
tor the passengers of the Normannia, who are, 
according to the present arrangements, to be 
discharged from quarantine. The detail was 
madé up of volunteers, and as the detachment 
marched back into town it was met by avery 
much surprised crowd of villagers, who had 
hoped that the troops had gone for good. 

The detachment was quartered for the night 
at the Watson House, and will go to Fire Island 
early to-morrow morning, possibly by daylight, 
on the steamer Ripple. No trouble is antici- 
pated.

Wintringham, who has worked with Mr. Maxwell 
for years in yachting, has been ut work on a design, 
and had it all made nearly two weeks ago. William 


Gardner also made a model and set of plans for an 
eighty-footer, but Mr. Maxwell decided to have Mr. 
Wintringham design the yacht. 

Mr. Maxwell has now changed his plans somo- 
what, and will probably build in the ninety-fvot 
class. He found he could not get the accommoda- 
tion he wanted in an cighty-footer, or, more cor- 
rectly, aseventy-eight footer, and decided to have 
four feet more of length and thus go up into the 
ninety-foot class. Hedoss not want a yacht built 
up tothe full limit of the class, as it will be larger 
than he needs, 

Mr. Wintringham is now at work on the design for 
a centredoard steel schooner $2 feet long on the 
waterline, 21 feet 6 inches beam, and 10 feet 
draught. As he has notasteel plant, he will not 
build the yacht himseif, but will put ont the work 
and superintend ths construction. Phe lines show a 
longer bow than on any of Mr. Wintringham’s for- 
mer boats, although the waterlines forward are not 
as fall as on Herreshoff's recent yachts. The water 
lines are about straight forward. The yacht will 
have @ long counter and comparatively low free. 
board. Her rig will be in proportion about the same 
as that on the Shamrock, Mr. Maxwell’s present 
schooner. The interior arrangement calls for an 
owner’s stateroom abaft the saloon, two staterooms 
on the starboard side forward of the saloon. lockers 
and otticers’ quarters on the port side, and the regu- 
lation galley and forecastle.

Secretary Foster 
stated that the presence of our naval vessels in 
those waters is not intended as a menace to any 
nation.

If any one is inclined to be unduly nerv 
ous in regard to any possible danger from 
the occurrence of some cases of cholera in 
the city, it would be well for him to 
reflect upon the experience of the cabin 
passengers of the Normannia. Here were 
some 500 persons, anumber of them aged 
or very young or inill health, confined on 
shipboard for more than two weeks with 
tickness and death from cholera among the 
iteerage passengers and the crew. After 
their arrival here the sick and even the 
vodies of the dead were not removed for 

hree days. They were not properly fed; 
he water supplied to them was insufficient 
md for atime of unsafe character. Then 
hey were exposed for nearly three days to 
till greater hardships, so that it would 
jeem that every chance was against them. 
Net one of them contracted the disease. 
Every one of us can find rational and sub- 
stantial ground for confidence in the fact 
that in no conceivable combination of cir- 
cumstances can we be exposed to such 
dangers as these people passed through 
safely. As the condition of mind has much 
to do with sensitiveness to any sort of dis- 
ease, and especially to any that affects the 





digestive organs, a little cool reflection on 
such facts as these may be of real service.

The Republicans are showing their nerv- 
ousness over the indications of the course 
of public opinion afforded by their failures 
in Vermont and in Maine, and they are 
looking around forsome change of strategy 
or tactics by which they can recover the 
ground that they have plainly lost.

The exact terms of the compromise that 
lias reached between the Reading 
Railroad Company and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and the other unions 
of the employés of the company have not 
been made public and, perhaps, will not 
be.

a frank conference between authoritative 
representatives of both sides. It isobvious 
that the of the company have 
not insisted upon the full carrying out of 
the determination to require their em- 
ployés to withdraw from their trade or- 
ganizations, if they ever had it, and it is 
probable that the unions have consented 
to a partial execution of the plan. How- 
ever this may be, there is one thing per- 
fectly plain, that the representatives of the 
employers and the employed have reached

a satisfactory agreement. 

We confess that it seems to us an ill- 
advised policy for a railroad company to 
require the abstention from all organiza- 
tion as a condition of employment. Un- 
doubtedly they have the legal right to do 
this, and itis in reality only a question of 
their permanent interests—that is to say, 
of the permanent interests of the stock- 
holders of their company—that they are 
bound to consider. But we believe that 
experience shows that these interests are 
not best served by such a course. The em- 
ployés that can be secured on these terms 
are apt to be not of the most energetic, 
intelligent, and capable class. It is hard- 
ly possible that they should be. For: 
though there is a marked and unfort- 
unate disposition among trade unions 
to abuse their power, the tenden- 
cy to combine among the men ls s0 
strong that it is more reasonable to seek 
to rid it of its abuses than to try entirely 
to overcome it. It is a tendency common 
to them and to their employers, andisa 
characteristic of the social development of 
the time in all advanced countries. The 
workmen who do not feel this tendency, 
who do not see any advantages in combina- 
tion or who do not care to seek those ad- 
vantages, are pretty sure to be below the 
highest and not to be the best workmen. 
Of course, there are some among the very 
best whose opposition to unions is a conse- 
quence of their independence, but these men 
are exceptional. They are not numerous 
enough for a great corporation to rely 
upon them. Even if such a corporation 
can manage for a time to get on, soon- 
er or later it must face the problem, 
for where there is a large body of men 
with similar interests, and many of them 
with identical interests, they are bound tu 
organize, whether they be employed or em- 
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ployers. From the point of view of the 
public interest it must also be remembered 
that if trade unions have been abused, as 
they clearly have been, they have improved 
the condition uf the men, and that employ- 
ers can no more be intrusted with power 
unchecked by the combination of the em- 
ployed than can the men. The real prob- 
lem, which will have to be met, is how the 
mutual interests and the several interests 
of the men and the employers can be pro- 
tected fairly without abuse on either side. 
This cannot be avoided, on the one hand 
by blindly unions, nor on the 
other by fighting the employ- 
Nor is any excuse for 
folding our hands and saying that 
this is Utopian and impracticable. It 
is neither the one nor the other. For some 
years now there has been no strike in the 
iron trade of England, and it is the com- 
mon testimony of both the employers and 
the workmen that a strike of any conse- 
quence is really impossible. In this trade 
both sides are organized, and the organiza- 
tion of the men is more general and more 
perfect than exists in any trade in the 
United States. The freedom from angry 
disputes is attributed by both parties to 
the fact that both have agreed to take no 
aggressive action without submitting the 
case, through the central officers of each, 
first to each organization and then to a 
board of representatives of both. We do 
not know that this exact plan is feasible 
in the railway business of this country, but 
we are confident that the principle not 
only can, but ultimately must, be adopted 
if the business is to be safely and steadily 
carried on. We have little faith in legal 
remedies, but great faith in free and vol- 
untary co-operation, and we regard the 
setilement of the Reading difficulty asa 
step in the right direction.

THE STATUE OF COLUMBUS, 

It isa great pity that the weather yes- 
terday should have interfered with the 
pageant projected for the laying of the cor- 
nerstone of the monument to COLUMBUS.

Years ago MATTHEW ARNOLD, in enu- 
merating the various sources of ‘* power” 
among modern nations, assigned to the 
Italians a pre-eminent perception of the 
power of beauty, and in proof of it quoted 
a remark of Cardinal ANTONELLI’s that the 
admiration of the most untutored Ital- 
ian crowd, upon points of beauty, never 
went wrong, but coincided with what 
would be said by the most cultivated per- 
sons of other nationalities. The remark is 
In missing a spectacle organ- 
ized under the direction of our Italian 
fellow-citizens we have undergone a serious 
privation in the department of wsthetics. 
Except the English, there isno other nation 
on earth so inept as the Americans in the 
In fact, we

rather pride ourselves on our inepitude in 
this direction, holding it to be a proof of 
superior seriousness of mind. This is all 
well enough as consolation for an American

As a matter of 
fact, the Americans and the English do 
as many spectacular things as anybody 
else, only they do them very badly, and it 
is not encoursging to national or “ ethnic” 
self-respect to do things habitually and 
at the same time badly. The saying that 
what is worth doing at all is worth doing 
well is one that applies as well to proces- 
sions and pageants as to anything else; and 
these things are done very extensively, and 
very badly, among all the branches of the

the advantage over the English of a large 
infusion of the German element into the 
population, and the Germans are especially 
a pageant-making people. Their own na- 
tional celebrations in this country are a 
model which the Anglo-Saxon would 
do very well to follow, but which, to his 
own loss and detriment, he never does 
follow. Itisnot saying too much to say that 
allof ourrecent celebrations, “‘ centennial” 
and otherwise, have been saved from being 
ridiculous purely by the presence and in- 
fluence of the German element in our pops 
ulation. Upon such occasions the true-born 
Yankee feels like a fool, and looksit. He 
either takes no interest at all in the 
demonstration, or he desires to “‘ ringin” 
upon the same an advertisement of his per- 
sonal and private business. The German, 
if his sympathies are once enlisted, sets to 
work to devise allegorical and other repre- 
sentations, even of the most prosaic busi- 
ness, which will render it passable in a 
pageant and will divest it of the crudity of 
His efforts are 
generally successful, and it is to him en- 
tirely that we owe it that the American 
procession of the last decade of the century 
is apt to be a less repulsive and ghastly ex- 
hibition of self-seeking than the American 
procession of two or three decades before. 
If the Italian pageant in honor of CurRIs- 
TOPHER COLUMBUS had come off yesterday, 
we might have expected to see all the 
heartiness and all the enthusiasm of Ger- 
man processions manifested, together with 
a much finer artistic sense than belongs as 
a birthright to any Teutonic people what- 
ever. Itis true that the procession is only 
postponed, and it is also true that our Ital- 
ian colony, strong as itisin the admirable 
as well as in the less admirable of Ital- 
ian qualities, is not numerous enough 
fully to show to New-York what 
is the meaning of a festival in Ital- 
ian. Nevertheless, it may very safely 
be predicted that any premeditated 
“demonstration” of the Italians in New- 
York will be far more impressive and far 
more picturesque than any like demonstra- 
tion that the Anglo-Saxon New-Yorkers 
could organize for themselves. The purpose 
of the postponed demonstration—that of 
honoring the memory of CoLUMBUsS—is one 
in which every inhabitant of the New World 
has an interest. There is a special reason, 
in the recent straining of the relations 
between Italy and the United States, 
why we should take pains to recog- 
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nize every compliment that is paid to 
us by our Italian residents; and it may be 
expected that the gift of the monument 
to CoL_umBus, when it occurs, will furnish 
us matter for reproof and edification, as 
well as for a recognition of the friendliness 
of the Italian residents in New-York.

We have finally in New-York the “ bio- 
logical diagnosis ” of Asiatic cholera, and 
four persons are reported to have died from 
There is some chance, possi- 











that disease. 
bly, that the medical microscopists are in 
error; probably they are right. It has been 
expected that cholera would appear in the 
city. Tur Times said so two weeks ago. 
Every intelligent student of the usual 
course of cholera infection has looked for 
its appearance in the city. 

The occurrence of a few cases here and 
there, however, is not a more serious mat- 
ter than the coming of the disease aboard 
half a dozen steamships of the Hamburg 
Line. There is every reason to expect that 
it will be promptly stamped out in the 
very places where it has showed itself. 
We are so well equipped against cholera 
and all epidemic diseasesin these days that 
the chances are vastly on the side of the 
sanitary officers in their assault on the 
causes of infection. 

England, indeed, has abandoned the 
quarantine method of protection and trusts 
entirely to the supervision and isolation of 
such cases as may occur. We have the 
double safeguard of a rigid sea quarantine 
and a strict watch and the most intelligent 
sanitary practice on shore. No sensible 
citizen of this town will be alarmed by the 
occurrence of a few cases of cholera, every 
one of which the physicians of the Board 
of Health have had under observation 
almost from its inception. 





THE CHOCTAW TROUBLES, 
The election recently heldin the Choctaw 
Nation has led toa fierce dispute over the 
count, has cost the lives of several men, 
and has arrayed the two parties in arms.

Fortunate- 
ly United States authority intervened, un- 
der urgent action by the Interior Depart- 
ment, and after the allegation of ballot-box 
stufling had been investigated and the 
votes had been counted under the super- 
vision of a United States officer, MAYES 
was declared elected as Chief and all oppo- 
sition disappeared. Shortly afterward in 
the Chickasaw Nation a disputed election 
for Governor occurred. The 
dates, WILLIAM L. Byrp and WILLIAM M. 
Guy, submitted their respective claims to 
Secretary VILAS, who gave a temporary 
decision for the former, pending judicial

passed without bloodshed, and ByRD was 
re-elected. Two years ago, among the 
Choctaws, W. W. JONES, the present Goy- 
ernor, was elected by the Progressives over 
SMALLWOOD, the candidate of the Nation- 
alists, but the latter refused to make a 
fight on the count. This year the ballot 
seemed to show that JONES was re-elected; 
but some of his opponents assassinated 
several of his party and brought about the 
present state of affairs. 

Yet the wonder, after all, is perhaps not 
that there is so much election rioting 
among these tribes, but that a pacific and 
lawful settlement is so promptly agreed 
upon. In every instance the arrival of a 
duly accredited of the 
United States Government on the scene is 
the signal for an end to the appeal to arms, 
and in every instance after an agreement 
has been made as to the method of count- 
ing the votes in the presence of the Na- 
tional Council or Legislature there has 
been a peaceful acquiescence in the result. 
All this is promising for the time, probably 
not far distant, when these Indians will, 
as American citizens, take part in national 
elections. And it would be a great mis- 
tuke to imagine that the Cherokees, Choc- 
taws, and Chickasaws have nothing more 
at stake in their hotly-contested political 
canvasses than the personal ambitions of 
leaders or the division of the spoils of office, 


representative 


tions as fundamentally important to them as 
any that are discussed in the Presidential 
contest. The Cherokees have for years 
had under consideration the proposed sale 
of a great part of their lands to the Goy- 
ernment. The Chickasaws have had pro- 
longed controversies over the status of the 
freedmen ameng them and of white men 
who have married Indian women of the 
tribe. The Choctaw Council has had dis- 
putes with a local railroad over alleged 
violations of the law, has undertaken some 
queer legislation to dissuade the people of 
the tribe from taking the oath ofallegiance 
to the United States, has sought to eject 
intruders from the reservation, and has 
aimed to regulate Choctaw citizenship. 
This question as to what constitutes citi- 
zenship is all the more important ‘both to 
the Choctaws and Chickasaws in view of 
the well-known appropriation of about 
$3,000,000 by Congress—more than two- 
thirds allotted to the former—for the trans- 
fer of their title to the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe lands. 

The present may be considered a turning 
point in the political’ history of the civil- 
“ized tribes. The time seems to be near 
when they must decide upon their future 
destiny, in view of the advance of white 





settlements all around them. They are ex- 
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They are concerned with practical ques- 
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pressly exempted from the operation of the 
severalty allotment law; yet when they 
see tribes which they have been accus- 
tomed to regard as wild Indians, either 
near by or on more distant reservations, 
accepting allotment, the question arises as 
to how long they shall refrain from it. In 
a larger sense the question involved is 
whether the tribal relations shall be loos- 
ened, or whether the wall of race separa- 
tion created by old treaties shall be kept 
up and strengthened. Certainly such polit- 
ical issues as these are enough to make the 
election contests among the civilized tribes 
as hot as we sometimes see them. 








THE SOUTH-SIDERS, 

To understand the recent deplorable pro- 
ceedings at Fire Island one must have some 
acquaintance with the natives of the south 
side of Long Island. With homes on sandy 
soil and a great shallow bay lying between 
them and the ocean these people are poor 
farmers and poor fishermen. Their lives are 
generally sad and sordid, they are far 
removed from the bustling world, they lack 
ambition and industry. Their labor for 
their daily bread is hard, but they do it in 
a shambling, lazy fashion, ever putting off 
till to-morrow what might better be done 
to-day. 

Those among them who “ keep store” or 
work at mechanical trades are frequently 
energetic and enterprising men, but the 
typical south-sider, who digs potatoes on 
land and clams in the bay, is a listless, 
drawling fellow, strong as an ox, but rare- 
ly anxious to show his strength. Many 
of these farmer-fishermen come of good old 
stock, Thousands of them can trace their 
pedigrees, or might if they could be aroused 
to any intellectual task, in a direct line 
away back to the early settlers of Massa- 
chusetts Bay or New-Amsterdam. Their 
ancestry is something to be proud of, but 
something in the salt air that blows over 
the scrub oak of Long Island deprives men 
of pride. in

Once a while 
proud of his ancestry, retains at least, visi- 
bly, some of the traits of the hard-headed, 
hard-handed forefathers, and clings to 
their hard religious teachings. But as a 
general thing their religion, like their 
sentiment, is dormant if not dead. 

There are, of course, men of education 
and refinement among these people, men 
who have traveled and are in touch with 
the world, but they are few. Enterprising 
men are found among them, too, who have 
passed much of their lives at sea and have 
learned things, and these hold the laziness 
of their fellows in contempt. The typical 
south-sider, cares for nothing 
much beyond his farm and the bay. He 
bears his burden without much grumbling 
and makes its weight as light as possible. 
He props up his barn door when the hinges 
rust off and mends his broken windows 
If he takes in 
Summer boarders he makes it a point to do 
as little as possible for them, and to do that 
little in such a way as to induce sensitive 
persons to ask for nothing. 


however, 


with boards and paper. 


He does not enter into manufacturing 
pursuits, and all the prosperity that comes 
to his neighborhood is due to outsiders. 
The Summer cottagers and the people who 
have followed in their wake have built up 
towns and made them habitable, and where 
there are good roads, outside capital and 
labor have constructed and keep 
theminrepair. In many parts of Long 
Island the roads are naturally very fair; 
they are made by mowing away the grass 
and brush. The natives rarely try to keep 


them 


them in order. 

In the neighborhood of fashionable 
places, where land has acquired a fictitious 
value, the south-sider does even less work 
than usual, lets his house and outbuildings 
fall more and more into decay, and gets 
his hay in later every year. He indulges 
in bright day-dreams, though the stolid 
He is 
waiting in silence for somebody to buy his 


expression of face never changes, 


place at a “‘ fancy ” price. 

Such men are not commonly quarrelsome, 
but they are unhappy fellows; they have 
undeveloped passions and a great lack of 
reason. It is easy to understand, when 
you know them,‘how, having had a single 
new idea forced into their heads, it took 
possession of them and would not be re- 
moved by any argument founded on facts; 
how pity could not touch them or justice 
move them. The south-siders are just the 
kind of men to be silent and peaceable for 
years, submitting to burdens and hardships 
others would try to throw off and over- 
come, and then suddenly to take up arms 
and wage war in face of law and reason, 
without a shadow of right on their side.

PAPAL POLICY IN FRANCE, 


THE CATHOLIC MOVEMENT OF ADK 
HESION TO THE REPUBLIC. 


Rok, Sept. 14.—The Vatican has received 
from the Nuncio at Paris the most favorable ad- 
vices on the Catholic movement of adhesion to 
the republic. Kegarding the Monarchists, the 
Holy See has come to this point—that itis 
either their resignation or their dismissal. The 
Nunclo has received from Cardinal i\ampolia 
rigorous instructions regarding the position be- 
tween the Holy See and the republic. 

This explains the resignation of the Marquis 


of Breteuil and the political withdrawal of sev- 
eral Monarchists closely related to the Comte 
de Paris. The Pope hoids that the old Catholic 
parties in France ought to unite and constitute 
areal religious Catholic Party in touch with 
democracy both in France and abroad. 

“Meantime, among the groups that less or 
more adhere to the Papal policy we have,” 
writes the Nunclo, ‘‘to surmount @ mass of 
prejudice.” The Republican groups attribute te 
the Holy See an abundance of arriéres pensées 
and egotisticaims. The Nuncio has been told 
that the policy of the Holy See is in harmony 
with all the democratic policy which distin- 
guish its action, and that nothing can now alter 
or deflect that polioy. 

There is now in France, arising from the new 
Papal policy, three distinct monarchic groups— 
the Constitutional under M. Pion, the faction of 
the moderate Kepublicans, and the more Liberal 
group under M. Etienne St. Lamy. But how- 
ever these may constitute themselves, it is now 
certain that all Catholic groups must now be 
combined into one—the Catholic-Demooratic.

COMFORT IN CHOLERA TIME 


INVESTIGATIONS IN EUROPE BY 
ENGLISH PHYSICIANS, 


THEY STATE THAT HEALTHY STOMACHS 
ARE CHOLERA-PROOF—THE EPIDEN- 
IC PRACTICALLY CONFINED TO THE 
WORKING CLASSES—REPORTS FROM 
THE PLAGUE CENTRES. 


Lonpon, Sept. 14.—The steamer Holderness, 
from Cronstadt, nas arrived at Hull, and reports 
that two of her crew had died of the cholera. 

The iimes is printing a series of letters on 
cholera, written by well-known physicians, 
who are making tours of cholera-infected and 
other places in Kussia and Germany, Visiting 
hospitals aud generally studying the disease. 
Among the letters is one from Berlin. The 
writer warmly praises the authorities of that 
city, and says it is due entirely to their prompt 
action that cholera is totaliy absent from that 
municipality. He adds that the alleged panic 
existe entirely in the columns of the press, 
though he concedes that the assiduity with 
-which many papers heap up Hamburg horrors 
is not unlikely to create a scare. 

The highest figures of the epidemic in Ham- 
burg show that one person in 1,000 of the pop- 
ulation is aitlicted, and that over one-half of 
those attacked recover. The epidemic where- 
ever it exists in Europe is practically confined 
to the working classes, who are careless in their 
eating and drinking and who are habitual suf- 
ferers from chronic bronchitis and indigestion. 

The writer of the letter adduces post-mortem 
examinations of cholera victims in St. Peters- 
burg as proving the existence in most cases of 
old-standing acute indigestion, He one up the 
results of his observations thus: “ It is not too 
much to say that healthy stomachs are cholera 
— Humanly speaking, none need catch the 

isease unless he or she likes,”’ 

The North German Lloyd steamer Havel, 
Capt. Junget, which sailed from Bremen yes- 
terday, touched at Southampton to-day and 
Janded thirty passengers. She then proceeded 
for New-York. She has on board 200 first and 
152 second class passengers. No steerage pas- 
gengers are on her. 

HAMBURG, Sept. 14.—One hundred and ninety- 
eight new cases of cholera were reported here

The House of Burgesses has appealed to the 
Senate for a further relief grant.

BERLIN, Sept. 14.—A bargeman from Ham- 
burg died in the Moabit Cholera Hospital to- 
day. A companion of the bargeman has been 
isolated. Two new cases of cholera and one 
death were reported in Stettin to-day. 

The Hamburg Chamber of Commerce has 
ent acircular to German commercial corpora- 
ions begging them to try to ailay the prevail- 

ing auxiety in regard to the cholera epidemio 
in Hamburg by abstaining from taking excep- 
tional quarantine measures against Hamburg, 
which so far, says the circular, have proved un 
necessary. The Chamber emphasizes the fact 
that, in spite of unimpeded intercourse between 
Great Britain and Hamburg, no cases of cholera 
bave occurred in Great Britain. 

The Socialist leaders of Altona affirm that 
5,000 persons have been thrown outof work by 
the epidemic in Altona. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Sept. 14.—Owing to the 
Government's decision to issue hereafter only 
‘weekly cholera returns for the whole empire no 


figures are obtainable as to the number of new 
cases and deaths ocourring on any day since 
Saturday. In St Petersburg, however, the 
daily reports are continued as usual. Yester- 
day 61 new cases and 15 deaths were reported. 
Compared with Monday's returns yesterday's 
figures show a decrease of 3 cases and 12 deaths. 

The daily average of new cholera oases and 
deaths in the Provinces of Voronezh, Kazan, 

amara, Saratoff, and Orenborg, and the Don 

erritory is 400 new cases and 200 deaths in 
each. In the Lieutenanoy of Caucasus the 
Gaily average is 1,550 new cases and 750 deaths. 
It will be seen from these figures that there has 
been no diminution in the rate of mortality, 
the deaths still reaching 50 per cent. of the 
pumber of persons attacked in the provinces, 
and almost the same percentage in the Lieuten- 
ancy. 

Panis, Sept. 14.—In Paris and its suburbs 
there were reported yesterday 59 new cases of 
cholera and 44 deaths, including 14 new cases 
and 13 deaths in St. Ouen. 

Havre, Sept. 14—There were 11 new cases

RIGID EXAMINATIONS IN CHICAGO AND 
ST. LOUIS-—-PRECAUTIONS TAKEN. 


Cnicaco, Sept. 14.—Immigrants from two 
siamburg ships reached Chicago to-day. A 
‘ gigid investigation failed to disclose evidence of 
cholera infection and the passengers were al- 
sowed to proceed to their destinations. They 
carried a bill of health signed by United States 
Marine Surgeon Wheeler, certifying that an in- 
tpection in New-York Harbor had satisfied the 
authorities that cholera was not among the pas- 
gsengers. They were from half a dozen steam- 
era, among them the Slavonia and Kaiser Wil- 
helm [1. from Hamburg and the Dubbiedam from 
Rotierdam. 
Sr. Louis, Sept. 14.—The first lot of immi- 
grants to reach St. Louis since the cholera scare 
began came in to-day from New-York via 


Toledo, Ohio, en route to Texas. There were 
twenty-one in the party, and though they had 
been inspected and fumigated at both New- 
York and Toledo, they were given another 
thorough examination here before being allowed 
to passon. They came over in the Elbe, which 
was held but one day at Quarantine. 

The authorities here are now on the look. 
put for a party of sixty from Hamburg via 
Port Huron, Mich. These are likely to meet 
closer examination, having come in through 
pome other port than New- York. 

In view of the increasing danger of infection, 
preparations are on foot now to perfect a medi- 
eal cordon about the city, as recently authorized. 
Arrangements are also complete for hospitals 
and isolation in case the disease reaches here. 
The city bas been through a thorough cleaning 

rocess and every precaution in that line taken 

o prevent disease. It is hoped now, at least, to 
prevent more than scattering cases of cholera 
occurring, and it is believed that even these 
wil not be allowed room here, the city being in 
an elmost perfectly clean and healthy condition 

DerroiT, Sept. 14.—The City Counoil has 
adopted the followmg resolution: 

Resolved, That, in view of the impending danger 
to the wiio'e ovuntry by reason of the near approach 
of Asiatic cholera, the Mayor be requested to ask the 
President of the United States, in behalf of the citi- 
gens of |etroit, to assume aud exercise the authority 
to prohibit immigration from foreign couutries and 
Canada for at least ninety days.

ACTION AGAINST NEW-YORK. 


DISQUIET CAUSED BY THE NEWS SENT 
FROM THIS CITY. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 14.—On receipt of the 
cholera news from New-York Dr. Pelletier, Sec- 
retary of the Central Board of Health, called a 
meeting for to-morrow, when it is more than 
likely that a quarantine will be declared against 
New-York, and all passengers on trains from 
there will be stopped at the lines, 

A strong effort was made to-day by the agents 
ofthe Hamburg Packet Line to have the ten 
days’ quarantine raised on the steamship Wan- 
drahm This was refused by the board, and 
afterward an effort was made by the 
Dominion authorities to do so. The 
provincial board still refused and the Wan- 
drahm will have to remain in quarantine. The 
Central Board of Health, whioh is a provincial 
board, will oppose any attempt of the Dominion 
authorities to raise the quarantine. 

What the outcome of to-morrow’s meeting will 
be is hard to see. Dr. Pelletier said to-night 
that if the Dominion Government did not act at 
once the Central Board will be obliged to do so. 
It now has Inspectors on all trains from New- 
York, but the Inspectors’ powers are at present 
limited and they can only quarantine a car of 
passengers when they arrive within the city 
limits. 

CHicaco, Sept. 14.—The Dlinois State Board 
of Health held an executive session at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel to-day, with C. N. Hewitt, Secre- 
tary of the Minnesota State Board of Health; 
Dr. Solon Marks, President Wisconsin State 
Board; Dr. J. F. Kennedy, Iowa State Board; 
Henry B. Baker, President Michigan State 
Board; C. O. Probst, Secretary Ohio State 
Board; Dr. C. N, Metcalf, Indiana State Board 
of Health, and J. N. McCormack of the Ken- 
tucky State Board of Health a. Dr. W. 
A. Haskell of the Illinois Board presided. 

Dr. Haskell said his idea was that the States 
represented should combine and, if necessary, 
establish quarantine at the borders of the terri- 
tory included in the combination. This would 
do away with the necessity of establishing 
quarantine stations ateach State line, and the 
concentrated effort would result in more thor- 
ough quarantine. The question has been raised 
of compelling the railroads to bear the expense 
of establishing quarantine stations. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 14—The news of 
genuine cholera in New-York set the Health 
Officer of Cincinnati, Dr. Prendergast, to de- 
vising a strict quarantine for Cincinnati. He 
immediately gave directions for the prepara- 
tion of a cholera hospital. 

The State Board of Health, he said, would 
make a close quarantine of the State of Ohio, 
but, in addition to that, he proposes to send out 
sanitary inspectors to meet all incoming trains 
and prevent the uarrfval of immigrants or of any 
infected material. If necessary, he says, he 
will surround the city with a eordon of sanitary 
guards to protect the citizens from the invasion 
of cholera. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. — Surgeon Gen. Wy- 
man of the Marive Hospital Service was in- 
formed to-day by Health Officer W. F. Brunner 
that the Board of Health of Savanah, Ga., 
passed the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That all steamers leaving New-York 
hereafter must refuse all steerage passengers for 
Bavannah. All cabin passengers must be thoroughly 
inepected as well as thecrew. All steamers must 
hereafter stop at this quarantine station for in- 
spection by daylight. 

Resolved, Further, that no one of the crew must be 
shipped unless he shows evidence of not coming 
from aninfected locality in New-York City. This 
precaution must be also observed as to cabin pas- 


sengers.

SEABOARD QUARANTINE. 


NO SUGAR SACKS NOR RAGS WANTED— 
DETENTIONS OF STEAMSHIPS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept, 14.—The Spreckels Lihe 
steamship Loch Flive, which sailed from Ham- 
berg on Aug. 23, having on board rags, glass- 
ware, &c., is now detained at the Federal Quar- 
antine atthe Delaware Breakwater. The Ca- 
tania of the same line, with sugar, toys, cement, 
burnt clay, &c., is also detained under similar 
circumstances. 

Dr. Shakespeare, the cholera expert, who is 
physician of the Port of Philadelphia, expresses 
the opinion, in a communication to the Board of 
Health, that sugar sacks andrags infected at 
Hamburg are still infectious when they reach 
Philadelphia. He points out the ease with 
which these articles could become infected with 
the excretions or vomit of dock laborers at 
Hamburg taken suddenly il) while at work or in 
whose homes the disease existed, and therefore 
recommends that vessels arriving from infected 
ports with sugar or sugar and rags should be 
refused admission. 

Boston, Sept. 14.—the ferryboat Franklin, 
owned by the city, has been provisioned and 
supplied with beds and bedding, and will be 
ready, at a moment’s notice, for use as acbolera 
hospital, in case the disease should be discov- 
ered in this city. 

Steamer Catalonia, (British,) from Liverpool, 
which arrived at Quarantine at midnight Sun- 
day, was released this afternoon and reached 
her wharf later. She bas on board all of her 
steerage passengers and the remainder of her 
iutermediate passengers who were not landed 
yesterday.

MEXICAN CURE FOR CHOLERA. 

BAN ANTONIO, Texas, Sept. 14.—According to 
a letter received here to-day from‘ Dr. J. W. C. 
Love, dated Jalapa, Mexico, the cholera is epi- 
demic at Vera Cruz, the denial of the Govern- 


ment officials to the contrary notwithstanding. 
He says: 

“Apropos to the cholera excitement, I will 
say that sea water is being used in Vera Cruz 
and Mexican Gulf cities for yellow fever as well 
as cholera. Other treatment is used to some 
extent, butsea water, and sometimes salt added, 
has reduced the mortality from cholera in Vera 
Cruz very much.” 

A REPORT FROM ALBANY. 

A letter was received at Tur TImMEs office late 
last night dated at Albany at 4 P. M. yesterday, 
bearing a special delivery stamp and purport- 
ing to come from Dr. O. B. Brown, which reads 


as follows: 

“ Two deaths of cholera have been discovered 
in this city this afternoon. The Board of 
Health has examined into the cases,and reports 
them true Asiatic cholera. Great excitement 
prevails.”

THE NORMANNIA’S CABIN PASSENGERS’ 

TRYING EXPERIENCES. 


Fire ISLAND, L. L, Sept. 14.—Not a settlement 
in the whole land devoted itself more strictly 
last night to fulfilling the purpose for which 
most men believe the hours of darkness are 
made to cover the earth—that of sleeping—than 
this transplanted colony of 600 souls. The 
men, women, and children, passengers of the 
Normaunia, who had been driven about like 
60 many cattle who had been half starved, de- 
prived of pure water and the means of observ- 
ing the decencies of life, when first they landed 
were 80 greatly rejoiced as to be buoyed up 
by the excitement of the moment and 
the sense of knowing that once more 
they were upon mother earth. They  be- 
lieved that their ill star had set, that 
they had shaken off and eluded their Nemesis. 
But naturally a reaction set in, and after the 
dinner, voraciously eaten, as soon as rooms 
were provided the worn-out travelers betook 
themselves to bed. 

Many of the women who had borne up won- 
derfully through all the sad experiences their 
party encountered, broke down now that, to all 
appearances, their trials were atan end. The 
effects upon their nervous systems showed 
themselves, and while none were absolutely 
give them- 
selves over to the keeping of friends and rela- 
tives, who might administer sedatives and 
sooth them with attentions unknown to the 
life they had been living aboard ship. 

Out of the entire number who came ashore, 
Only 4 few were not provided with quarters 
somewhere on the property now owned by the 
State of New-York. The dozen speoial deputies 

atrolied the section of the island upon which 

he hotel stands during the night, and, in spite 
of the severe storm of wind and rain that set in 
with a vengeance shortiy after dark, they dis- 
covered a number of fellows prowling about who 
had no business upon the grounds. 

Three arrests were made, the first man being 
brought to the hotel office about midnight. 
He said his name was Thomas J. Kelly; 
that he was 4@_ truckman, livin at 
155 Grand Street, New-York City, and that 
he had come to Fire Island simply ‘for pleas- 
ure.”’ A second man, arrested about the same 
time, had been about the hotel during the even- 
ing offering to convey passengers ashore on a 
boat he had lying off the island. The third ar- 
rest was that of a harmless-looking fellow about 
eighteen years old, who was unable to give an 
account of himeelf, 

Guards were about all the buildings to detect 
any attempts that might be made to destroy 
property by fire or otherwise. As far as ab- 
solute quarantining goes, it is about like hold- 
ing waterin asieve. There are half a dozen 
means by which passengers could get away from 
here if they so desired, and communication 
would not be difficult with persons returning to 
town, who might bear the infection with them 
were there any to bear. 

Nothing that has been written by the passen- 
gers irom the Normannia, nothing that has 
been written in the newspapers portrays just 
what these people underwent while prisoners 
on the Stonington and while herded on the Ce- 
pheus. One must hear from the lips of those 
upon whom the indignities were heaped and 
to whom such outrageous treatment was ac- 
corded to realize fully their sufferings and their 
absolute torture. All tell the same story, one 
interview reiterates’ what is said in another, 
with perhaps an addition of some more revolt- 
ing facts an: details of actual abuse and miser- 
able, wretched treatment. 

It is not possible to tellin print all these de- 
tails, to even hint at the condition of affairs as 
they existed upon the boats where the passen- 
gers of the Normannia were quartered from 
time to time. On the Sstoningten there 
were no accommodations worthy the 
name. There were no fires upon which 
food might be cooked, and the servants 
sent off with the party carried a high hand 
and were a menace to all the unfortunate peo- 
ple aboutthem. It was bad enouch to be half 
starved and denied decent drinking water, 
but even worse to be fearful every minute that 
the boat would be burned and that death was to 
come in some horrible form as a sure result of 
all the sorry management and lack of proper 
facilities at Quarantine to meet just such emer- 
gencies as had arisen. 

Twice tire was discovered aboard the boat, 
and one time a servant was found who had 
been filling lamps fast asleep, with a can of oil 
near a lighted cigar, into which it might have 
dropped. 

The servants took advantage of the liquor to 
be had in quantities to serve their appetites, 
and they were drunk, many of them, the passen- 
gers say, much of the time. 

The Stonington was a paradise, though, com- 
pared with the Cepheus. [nconveniences, lack 
of food, lack of water, lack of medical attend- 
ance, were as nothing compared with the de- 
grading surroundings, fit only to be compared 
to a pigsty, on the excursion steamer. Had any 
disease made its appearance the horrore 
of the Black Hole of Caloutta would 
have been doubled. Sanitary arrangements 
there were none, and the one. saloon 
of the steamer, with no ventilation and posi- 
tively filthy after the people had been aboard a 
few hours, was not fit to livein. The decks 
were in no better condition, and when word 
came, after the second trip to Fire Island and 
the vessel got over the bar, that the mob of clam- 
diggers positively refused the passengers per- 
mission to land, many lost heart, and were 
only sustained by the more persevering of their 
companions, who gave them some little cour- 
age. 

Dr. Jenkins has not many friends among these 
people. They lay the blame, whether justly or 
not, at his door. Lawyer Reid, who went out 
to the Cepheus to inform the passengers of the 
Normannia of the resolution of the Health Board 
of Suffolk County, comesin forashareof hearty 
condemnation. For men and women who 
for twelve hours at a time had tried to live upon 
bread and dirty water, the mildness of their 
fault finding, however, is remarkable. Now 
that they are on shore, as one man put it this 
morning, —— nothing could make them 

rotest. here was nothing further that could 

e added, and inconveniences of a petty nature 
were not worthy of observation. 

The hotel is much like any Summer-resort 
house to-day. The guests had their breakfasts 
at their leisure, and afterward gathered about 
in the parlors, reading rooms, and upon the 
— and enjoyed theearly editions of the 

‘ew- York moruing papers, which a young fellow 
brought across the bay about 9 o'clock. The 
heavy storm continued until poon, the rain 
pelting down in torrents, and everybody was 
obliged to remain indoors. About 1 o'clock the 
storm died down, and then many of the passen- 
gers strolled down the long walk toward the 
ocean side of the island. 

A heavy sea was running and great white- 
capped billows came tossing in over the beach 
to break close to the pavilion. A number of the 
men availed themselves of the fine surf and en- 
joyed a bath in the heavy sea. 

The Committee of Passengers, Messrs. Thomp- 
son, McPherson, Godkin, Palmer, and the others 
whose names have already been given in Tur 
Times, and who have had the management and 
direction of affairs so far as their fellow- 
travelers were concerned, met this morning 
in the hotel office. They discussed the 
steps taken by Roger M. Sherman in the 
habeas corpus proceedings to secure their re- 
lease. In a communication addressed to the 
Governor they said they appreciated all that 
was being done for them, especially all that he 
had done, but respecting the habeas corpus 
yroceedings they wished it understood that 
pney had not suggested such actiou, nor was 
it countenanced by them. 

Word had been sent to them on behalf of the 
lady passengers and the children that Mrs, 
Bayard Cutting of Oakdale had offered a quan- 
tity of clean linen to he forwarded to the island 
for such of these passengers as might need it. 

The hotel management after twenty-four 
hours in the hands of P. T. Wall goes very 
smoothly. Hereceived this morning from John 
Boyd Thacher this message:

THE REAPPORTIONMENT DECISION DOES 
HIM GOOD. 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Sept. 14.—Senator 
Erwin, who was on his way to Johnstown as 4 
delegate to the convention in the new Twenty- 
second Congressional District, to-day said he 
was greatly pleased over the decision of Jus- 
tices Lewis and Dwight of the General Term at 
Buffalo pronouncing the reapportionment of the 
State by the last Legislature uneonstitutional. 
He said: 

“It now remains for the Court of Appeals to 
pass upon the question. I understand that that 
tribunal will meeton the 5th of next month. 
Whatever may be its decision it may not be 
rendered until after election. In that event the 
— alfaires of the State would berapt to be 
thrown into confusion, 

“The people having elected members of the 
Assembly in accordance with the new appor- 
tionment, a decision of the Court of Appeals 
handed down after the regular election, sustain- 
ing the General Term at Buitalo, would necessi- 
tate a special election.” 

The Senator thinks that Monroe County, in 
view of all the clrcumstances, will, in case no 
Court of Appeals decision is received prior to 
election, vote for members without regard to 
the new apportionment, He says that in his 
opinion the Legislature cannot be reconvened 
in special session for the purpose of correcting 
the gerrymander. The courts have so far 
decided that’ no reapportionment exists; that 
the Legislature did not have the constitutional 
power to make it, hence the State has not been 
redistricted. 

Until the higher court reverses that decision 
the Legislature is powerless in the matter. He 
is contident that the Republicans occupy firm 
ground. He expressed regret that the Con- 
«ressional apportionment could not be upset. 
“[ have traveled two days, laying over one 
night,” said he, “to go from my home to a Con- 
gressional District Convention.”

WILL WAIT FOR THE FINAL DECISION. 

The Police Commissioners held an informal

TWO HUMAN RKATTLESNAKES. 
ontintcnaivinciiians 
THEY BIT EACH OTHER, AND BOTH 
SUFFER FROM BLOOD POISON. 


8ST. Ipuis, Sept. 14.—John Davis, seventy 
years old, is lying at his home in a precarious 
condition, with chances all against bis recovery. 
Tice Hutsell, twenty years younger, is at the 
City Hospital suffering intensely, but improv- 
ing gradually, with chances in favor of recov- 
ery after a long siege. 

These men are each suffering from bites in- 
flicted by the other. Davis is one of the best- 
known horse trainers in the West and is a man 
of considerabie wealth. Hutsell was his assist- 
ant, and the two men have been close friends 
for twenty years. 

A week ago last Saturday the two men quar- 
reled at the fair grounds, and Davis seized a 


pitchfork and dealt Hutsell a savage blow. 
They tought like demons, and the stable boys 
having removed the pitchfork, the quondam 
frionds were left to fight it out with nature's 
weapons. Hutsell tried to gouge Davis’s eyes 
out, and had the thumb almost bitten from his 
righthand. Davis tried to choke Huteell, and 
the latter bit the first joint off the index finger 
of Davis’s left hand. The tight lasted for over 
half an hour, and only ended when the men 
were too exhausted to continue. 

The two men bad their wounds dressed. Two 
days after the fight Hutseil’s arm began to 
swell Two days later the limb was three times 
its natural size, andthe swelling had gone to 
the body. Hutsell made his way to the dis- 
pensary. Dr. kitzpatrick sent him at once to 
the City Hospital. There Dr. Marks examined 
the patient. Hutsell was in a serious condition. 
His eyes jumped nervously, and the muscles of 
his body twitched continuously, giving the ap- 
pearance of St. Vitus’s dance. In addition 
Hutsell’s apeech was aitected. 

Dr. Marks at once treated Hutsell, and Hut- 
sell will probably be able to leave the inustitu- 
tion in the course of a week. Not 60 with Davis. 
He paid no attention to his wounded finger, 
and kept on with his training. ‘Ihe hand began 
to swell, and Davis says the agony was inde- 
scribable. In his own words, he did not sleep 
twenty minutes during the ten days which 
elapsed after he received the bite. From tbe 
hand the swelling extended tothe arm, and that 
member increased to an enormous size, 

Last Sunday the pain was unendurable, and 
his —— advised an immediate operation, 
but Davis declined.

CONVENTION OF TICKET AGENTS.

A4DDRESS BY WILLIAM M. IVINS DELIV- 


ERED AT RIO JANEIRO. 


The Rio Janeiro papers received yesterday 
contain full accounts of a banquet given in that 
port on Ang. 10, by William M. Ivins of this 
city. Mr. Ivins is Presdient of the United States 
and Brazil Steamship Company, and the banquet 
Was spread on one of the company’s steamers, 
the Valencia. The guests were the Brazilian 
Ministers of Marine and Agriculture, the Presi- 
dents of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives,a number of members of the two houses, 
and members of the press. 

United States Minister Conger and United 
Etates Consul Dockery were also present, and 
speeches were made in which the representa- 
tives of the two countries exchanged the warm- 
est expressions of friendship. The host made 
the address of the evening. Mr. Ivins is an 
excellent Portuguese scholar and delivered his 


speech fluently in the Portuguese language. He 
said, among other things: 

“It was my very good fortune to have visited 
your country three years a: P in the Summer of 
1889, and on returning to it now I note differ- 
ences 8o great aud —— ALR. as to be almost 
startling to the student and observer of national 
development. I note all the evidences of an en- 
larged commerce, of greater prosperity, of 
«Teater wealth, greater energy, and greater 
activity—at every point the most startling evi- 
dence of what the French oall greater ‘ mo- 
dernité.’ This spirit is tonic. I feel it in the 
streets, in the homes, in the offices, wherever I 
£0. Lean attribute it only to the fact that the 
people are filled withthe aspiration for self- 
government. 

“You begin with a country Dlessed as is no 
other in the world in its wonderful, its marve!l- 
ous, ite incaleuable productibility, ite wonder- 
ful coast line, ite magnificent river systems, its 
mountains full of mineral wealth, its hillsides 
covered or to be covered with coffee, its fertile 
fields of sug&t, its cotton, its rubber, and the 
capacity in one part or another of its natural 
territory to produce everything worth pro- 
ducing. 

“ If to-day the financial problem is peculiarly 
Rifficult, it is, in my humble jiagm ent, the re- 
sult of causes on the one han oh were ante- 
cedent to the present Constitution, for which 
you are not responsible, and from which you 
could not escape, and, on the other hand, to the 
fact that times of great prosperity are always 
accompanied by an overdoing financial fever 
which is followed by a relapse, or, let me say 
rather, that it is with you as with.a strong man, 
whose very strength has been so great as to 
oad him to overtire himself, but the giant rests 
only a little time and then squares himeelf for 

another effort. 

“ Your growth has been so rapid that your 
distributive plant has not been able to keep 
pace with the growth of production and con- 
sumption. In the interior the people demand 
the foreign goods for which they have paid with 
their coffee and their sugar, but the railroads 
areeither not yet complete or they are not 
so equipped and so administered as to move 
the goods. The incapacity of the raul- 
roads results in blockades in the ware- 
houses on the quays. This, in its turn, results 
in a blockade of the lighters in your ports, and 
this in turn results in an injury to your foreign 
trade and to your domestic as well. In the end 
it all comes back on the people, ohly it would be 
better for them to pay it directly as a tax into 
the National Treasury to secure improved facil- 
ities. 

“The attention which the Government is now 
paying to these problems, and particularly the 
intimate personal study of them which is ing 
made by his Excellency the Minister of Ag 
oulture and Commerce, is an assurance of the 
solution of all the difficulties with as much 
promptmess as is possible under conditions 
which impose their own natural limitations. 
No one has suffered larger proportionate losses 
than we in this enterprise of ours here, but we 
have the profoundest faith in the future.”

The Viator was towed yesterday 
afternoon to Piepgras’s yard for repairs. 

At Bath Beach, L. ©, the piers were badly 
damaged and the yachts Dorothy, Isabel, Sun- 
beam, Signa, and Bonnie Doon were beached. 

The heavy southwest gale on the bay off 
Staten Island caused a high tide and an un- 
usually heavy sea. Many small boate anchored 
along the east and south shores of the island 
were swamped. The floatof the Staten Island 
Yacht Club at Stapleton broke away from its 
woorings. The rain fell in torrents on the 
island, flooding the streets and many cellars 
slong the shores. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Sept. 14.—There was a 
eerious wash-out on the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
at New-Brooklyn, near here, last night, caused 
by the heavy rains. The company’s trains are 
to-day running over the tracks of the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


NEw-YorE, Wednesday, Sept. 14—P. M. 

Until the last hour, when it was officially an- 
nounced that there had been fatal cases of choli- 
era in New-York City, the stock market was 
only moderately active, and prices were fairly 
firm. Reading, Western Union, and Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding were the leaders both in 
point of activity and strength, and, with the 
exception of Northern Pacific preferred, the 
general list had quite a satisfactory undertone. 
When the Directors of Western Union declared 
the usual quarterly dividend of 1144 # cent. and 
promulgated an ambiguous resolution which 
was interpreted to mean that a stock dividend 
would follow between now and Jan. 1, the stock 
advanced to 9642. Reading had sold as high as 
55, on the settlement of the threatened trouble 
with its employes, and the poolin Whisky had 
forced that stock up to 5244. The Grangers, the 
coal stocks, Sugar, and General Electric were 
all higher. Northern Pacific preferred was the 
only stock distinctly weak, and its decline was 
attributed to the liquidation of a tired-out pool. 

When the cholera news came, however, the 
good feeling disappeared like magic. Not only 
did long stock come out, but the short interest 
was increasedlargely. Mostoftheselling, which 
amounted to about one-third of the whole day’s 
business, was done in the final half hour. Just 
at the close there was a slight rally, due to the 
taking of profits on the short side, but the tone 
of the market was unmistakably weak. 

The decline of the last half hour was so pro- 
nounced that it not only wiped out all the early 
gains in the active stooks, but left the majority 
of them materially below the final prices of yes- 
terday. The principal changes were: Ad- 
vanced—Evansville and Terre Haute, 2; Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie preferred, 134; Cotton Oil 
preferred, 1; Cordage and Sugar preferred, each 
%, and Erie preferred, “4. Declined—Manhat- 
tan and Starch, each 3; Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred and Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis preferred, each 17s; Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and 8t. Louis, 14%; Lake Shore, 11s; 
New-York and Northern preferred and Lead, 
each 133; Sugar, 144; Reck Island, General 
Electric, Missouri Pacific, Cordage preferred, 
New-England, St. Louis Southwestern preferred, 
and Lead preferred, each 1; Cotton Oil, %g, and 
Burlington, %4.

Boston, Sept. 14.—When the Republican Con- 
vention met in Tremont Temple, a little after 
11 o’clock to-day, a dreary, drizzling, and de- 
pressing rain was falling outside. The hall had 
a damp appearance, and the delegates as they 
drifted in by twos and threes experienced an 
ugly shiver. The presence of the entire body 
of party representatives, with a well arranged 
fringe of popular leaders, failed to relieve the 
auditorium of its enervating atmosphere. Even 
the opening pyrotechnics were unavailing to 
dispel the gloom. 

The management of the convention was de- 
cide@ly bad. There seemed to be no such thing 
as @ well-directed system of admitting those 
who were entitled to a seat, either on the plat- 
form. the floor, or the press tables, or in the 
galleries. The inetliciency of the present mana- 
agers Was painfally apparent. This fact added 
to the ill-temper of the convention. The news 
from Maine and Vermont was not encouraging. 
Delegates were harassed and badgered at the 
door. A horde of strikers, heelers, and camp- 
followers swarmed about the stairs, doors, and 
corridors, thrusting dodgers, bandbills,circulars, 
c., into unwilling hands. All the circumstances, 
in fact, contributed to make the old Temple a 
gloomy, unattractive, and forbidding place. 

From the moment the delegates took their 
rents until the last vote was announced the 
lethal environment dominated the feelings and 
sentiments of the men who were entrusted with 
the responsible task of naming a party ticket 
and constructing a party platform. No sensa- 


tions were held in reserve to dispel the sombre 
cloud which hung like a pall over the conven- 
tion. There was no name to conjure by. No 
magnetic personage was held in reserve to 
thrili by his burning eloquence; no great and 
absorbing declaration of a high principle was 
in store for the discouraged delegates. ‘Ihe pro- 
ceedings were in the hands of alotof mediocre 
and ambitious politicians, and the independent 
representatives of the people had nothing left 
but to bow to the will of their chosen masters. 
Indeea, so far a8 the delegates were concerned 
they might as well have staid at home. They 
had nothing to do with shaping the course of 
events. Ali that had been taken care of by Mr. 
Draper and his wily Hebraio Assistant Seore- 
tary Ratschesky. 

The Home Market Club carried everything 
before it. Mr. Lodge demonstrated his power 
and his intluence over the State Committee by 
compelling the framers of the platform to in- 
corporate a resolve demanding a caucus of Re- 
publican members of the Legislature on the 
United States Senatorship. It was Lodge’s day. 
He won every point. He was virtually nomi- 
nated by the party for Senator, he dictated the 
resolutions, he nominated Roger Wolcott for 
Lieutenant Governor, and he “ knocked out” 
Speaker Barrett in one round, to borrow an ex- 
pression from the New-Orieaus prize ring. 

Col Allen came upon the stage as presiding 
oflicer alter a very prosaic prayer by a very 
well-meaning minister. The Lowell man’s 
reputation as an orator was irretrievably dam- 
aged during !ast year’s campaign, when he was 
at the head of the ticket. His speech to-day 
Was very vapid, clumey, and crude. It added 
baught to his Dame as an orator or as & calm- 
paign “hustler.” It was stale, flat, and un- 
profitable. It consisted of a _ series of 
mnoss-covere’ platitudes, interspersed with an 
occasional thought that was not original, but 
borrowed from some orator’s speech upon the 
issues of this and other campaigns. There was 
in it no trumpet call to action, no note of cour- 
age or leadership. Protection was commended, 
reciprocity was praised, and the State bank 
proposition was frowned down, but Mr. Alien 
had no original suggestion to offer. He followed 
Harrison and Blaine, closely condemning what 
they condemned and praising only what was 
approved by them. 

ihe speech fell fiat. It evoked no enthusi- 
asm, it called forth only weak and sporadic ap- 
plause. The people of Massachusetts had re- 
jected Mr. Allen and repudiated the pulicy 
which be advocated last year. There was a 
fecling in the convention that it would have 
been more inspiring and more pregnant with 
hope if some man not branded with the stigma 
of defeat had been selected to sound the key- 
oote of the campaign. 

Mr. Allen devoted much attention to the 
tariff, but the remembrance of his stupid blun- 
dering on this vital subject a year ago drew 
away from his arguments all semblance of re- 
epect or favorable attention. 

Moderate applause greeted the finish of Col 
Allen’s oration, and Mr. Elihu B. Hayes of 
Lynn bad po difficulty in securing aspeedy heay- 
ing for his platform, or, ratner, for nM. 
Lodge’s platform, which he read. That cautious 
and colorless instrument was as follows: 

In the coming election great political issues and 
policies are to be decided, and to that decision we 
urge every legal voter in Massachusettsto lend the 
weight of his vote and influence. 

Most important offices are to be filled. We areto 
choose the ruler of a great nation, the President of 
the United States. Weare to choosea Vice Preati- 
who, perhaps, may be called to the Presi-

possibilty, our most vital interests may be con- 
cerned, and for the second place in the gift of Amer- 
ican voters, as well as for the first, Massachusetts 
demands a man whose loyalty to the Union has 
acver been questioned, and whose record and views 
upon the national currency are above suspicion or 
reproach. Such a man is the Republican candidate. 

Weare tochoose thirteen Congressmen to repre- 
gent our views and interests iu Washington. 1 
order that the great labor, manufacturing, an 
agricultural interests of Massachusetts may not be 
misrepresented on great economic questions, we 
arge the election of Republican Congressmen.

Absence of a recommendation in favor of a 
Force bill was commented on freely, and many 
smiles were observed when the convention de- 
clarea for good roads. There was no demand 
for the repeal of the present silver-coilnage 
law, although Mr. Lodge is on record as favor- 
ing such a policy. The ground on finance, the 
tariff, and the conduct of elections, has been 
materially shifted in a single year. The voice of 
the people has been heard. 

The nextserious business was the nomination 
of W. H. Haile as the party’s candidate for Gov- 
ernor. This was a foregone conclusion. The 
State machine had gagged tire rank and file, and 
forced them to adopt Mr. Haile against their 
will. 

Willard Howland of Chelsea introduced Mr. 
Haile’s name to the convention in a brief 
speech. Mr. Howland has been a persistent 
ottice seeker for several years, and this year he 
is not a candidate for any office. He wanted to 
have a prominent part in the convention, so he 
was assigned the task of nominating Haile. 
Ex-Govy. Robinson seconded the nomination in a 
clever speech. The convention accepted Mr. 
Haile because there was nothing else to do. 

The real <p of the day was begun after 
Presidential Electors had been chosen. Nomi- 
nations of candidates for Lieutenant Governor 
were made. Ex-Gov. Brackett, who was beaten 
by Gov. Russell in 1890, presented the name of 
F. W. Breed of Lynn. His speech wae without 
spirit or interest. He was paying up political 
debts in delivering it. 

Capt. J. G. B. Adams of Lynn was next pre- 
sented by Mr. Strout of Worcester, who dwelt 
signiticantly upon the military services of his 
favorite. Then Gen. Hincks of Cambridge, who 
knew Adams in the army, lauded his services to 
the sky and left the impression that the war was 
brought to a successful termination by the hero- 
ism and valor of this gallant Captain. Gen. 
Hincke’s speech was a rambling oration, such 
as one might expect at a Grand Army camp fire. 
It palled upon the convention. 

The sensation of the day was really created 
by the Rev. A. E. Winship, a member of the 
State Board of Education, an ex-preacher and 
ex-editor, who was selected to present the 
claims ot Samuel C. Darling of Somerville. Mr. 
Winship is a plain-spoken man, and he read & 
lecture w the State Committee which disturbed 
the feelingsof its members. He bitterly scored 
Roger Wolcott without mentioning his name. 
Mr. Wolcott, it will be remembered, bolted 
Blaine’s nomination in 1884 and voted for 
Cleveland. 

** No man,” he said, “‘ will be driven from the 
ticket by Mr. Haile. If we lose, it will be 
because of his associate. Unfortunately itis 
too easy for a certain class of Republicans to 
bolt the ticket. We have afew thousand men 
so virtuous that they see only the vices of their 
own family and the virtues of their enemies.” 

This savage thrust at the leading candidate 
sent ashiver through the convention. After a 
brief review of the career and qualifications of 
his candidate,Mr. Winship jabbed his rapier once 
more into the ribs of the machine which is chas- 
ing rainbows in the direction of the Democratic 
and independent camps. He said: ** We do not 
claim that Mr. Darling will bring to us the vote 
of a single Democrat, nor will the name of any 
other man. Mr. Darling will not draw the Mug- 
wump vote, nor willany otherman. The Mug- 
wumps who have staid by Tammany now out- 
Tammany Tammany. And you look for them 
in balloons no longer. Their aerial inflation 
collapsed long since.” 

He next made Chairman Allen uncomfortable 
by an unfortunate reference to last year’s cam- 
paign. He said: ** Mr. Darling will not make a 
whooping campaign, nor do we want one this 
year. There is nothing so deceptive as a whoop— 
it thrills the savage, but shivers the sensitive. 
It makes nine men who are with us any way 
feel good, but it scares away the tenth man, 
without whom we cannot have the election 
this year. What a whooping campaign we 
did have last year! ut it prevented 
our hearing from the fellow who did 
not whoop untilelection day. All we ask this 
year is the whoop of the silent ballot on the Sth 
of November. Until then we want our ear very 
close to the thought and sympathy of the rank 
and file of the party.” 

This plain-spoken parson followed up his 
attack on Wolcott, the State Committee, and 
the party managers generally with a sly diz 
at the soldiers who enter politics and trade on 
their services to the country for place and pen- 
sions. 

William C. Lovering of Taunton,{the presiding 
genius of the Arkwright Club, a coterie of pro- 
tected manufacturers, was selected to present 
Roger Wolcott’s name, and he performed his 
daty in this respect with ability and discretion. 
His speech was very conservative, very stilted, 
and very cautious, but it conveyed to the con- 
vention the hint that the campaign funds 
would be larger if Mr. Wolcott were selected as 
a tail to the Haile kite. 

At the closeof Mr. Lovering’s address the 
Chairman announced the presence of Mr. Haile, 
the standard bearerin the approaching fight. 
Mr. Haile got a fair reception, but there was no 
heartiness or spontaneity init, sucn as greets 
Gov. Russell’s name or presence. There wasa 
ripple of applause, but no cheers until Col. 
Allen called forthem. The exhibition by the 
candidate on this,. his first appearance as a 
leader, wae ainful and pitiful. At his 
best Mr. Haile is not a felicitous speak- 
er, but to-day he was awkward in his 
bearing, halting in his speech, and absolutely 
barren of ideas. He staumbied, he floundered, 
he perspired, and he narrowly escaped break- 
ing down altogether. Although he has been as- 
sured of the nomination for more than three 
months, and had ample time for preparing an 
appropriate address, ho eame on the platform 
with the gait and demeanor of a scboolboy as- 
signed to give a recitation before a board of 
visitors. 

It would be absurd to quote from his rambling 
address, for there was not « thought in it, nor a 
note of encouragement or inspiration. The uni- 
versal verdict, outside of the hidebound par- 
tisaus present, was that Mr. Haile would make 
@ poorer and more pitiable exhibition of him- 
self on the stump this year than Col. Allen aid 
a@ year ago. 

A ballot was ordered for the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernorship, aud while it was in progress the 
other State officers were renominated by accla- 
mation. 

A humorous incident occurred during this 
perfunctory proceeding. Gen. Otis of 
Northampton had been selected to nominate 
Col. William M. Olin, the present Secretary of 
State, for renomination. After reciting Col. 
Olin’s services on the field and his persistent 
determination to hold office ever since, the vet- 
eran from Berkshire proceeded to nominate his 
candidate, but to save his life he could not re- 
call his name. Somebody whispered it in his 
ear after the convention had had its laugh, and 
the formality was fully observed. 

The tirat ballot for Lieutenant Governor dis- 
closed the fact, mentioned in a dispatch to Tne 
TIMES last night, that Sergeant at Arms Adams 
wes a formideble candidate. He came out sec- 
ond on the list, receiving 411 votes to 444 for 
Wolcott, 151 for Breed, and 87 for Darling. 

The second ballot verified the prediction made 
in a dispatch to THE TIMES Dearly a week ago, 
namely, that Roger Wolcott would be the nom- 
inee. Both Darling and Breed were withdrawn, 
and enough votes were transferred to the Bos- 
ton man to insure his nomination. 

Mr. Wolcott was presented to the convention 

about 5:30 o'clock, when more than half the 
delegates had gone home. He made a very 
vague, crude, and uninteresting speech. If he 
haddelivered it before the balloting,Capt. Adams 
would have carried off the prize. 
@The work of the day’s convention gives rea- 
sonable assurance of the re-election of Gov. 
William Eustis Russell. He will sweep the 
State if argument and principle, eloquence, and 
honesty and capacity in public administration 
have any force or weight in the old Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 





Evans and Sontag Still at Large. ~ 

VisaLtia, Cal, Sept. 14.—The Coroner of 
Fresno Coupty arrived here this morning and 
held an inquest on the bodies of Wilson and 
McGinness, the detectives killed by Evans and 
Sontag yesterday. An Englishman named 
Meering, the principal witness, was made pris- 
oner by Evans and Sontag, and forced to get 
breakfast for them. His statement of the oc- 
currence at the house was the same as tele- 
graphed last night. 

The jury found that the men had come to 
their death by gunshot wounds inflicted by 
Evans and Sontag. There were more than i100 
shot found on the person of Wilson, many in 
the bowels, and thirty-five in the leftarm. Me- 
Ginness was hit by thirty-six shot and a Win- 
chester ball entered the left jaw, opposite the 
mouth. McoGinness was the first man shot, both 
being instantiy killed. 

A posee has left for the mountains this even- 
ing. Sheriff Kay and Deputy Gilliam have not 
heen heard from since they left Monday even- 
ing.

THE NEW TWENTY-SECOND. 


A DEAD-LOCK IN THE CONGRESSIONAL 
CONVENTION CALLED YESTERDAY. 


GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., Sept. 14.—The Repub- 
lican Congressional Convention for the new 
Twenty-second District, comprising the Coun- 
ties of Fulton, Hamilton, Saratoga, and St. 
Lawrence, met at Johnstown this afternoon. 

A few weeks agoa conference of prominent 
Republicans from the four counties was held at 
Johnstown for the purpose of agreeing upon a 
basis of apportionment. St. Lawrence County 
proposed that it be given 21 delegates, Saratoga 
12, and Fulton and Hamilton 8 This would 
give St. Lawrence, constituting the north end 
of the district, a majority of 1 in the Congres- 
sional Convention. This was opposed by repre- 
sentatives of the other counties, who proposed 
that 8t. Lawrence be awarded 18, Saratoga 12, 
Fulton and Hamilton &, thus giving the southend 
of the districta majority of 2. No agreement 


was reached, and ‘the 8t. Lawrence men with- 
drew. The other counties, however, issued a 
convention call onthe basis they had proposed 
in the conference. From this St. Lawrence ap- 
pealed to the State Committee, and that organ- 
ization subsequently, through a sub-committee, 
awarded St. Lawrence 15 delegates, Saratoga 9, 
and Fuiton and Hamilton 6. This was based on 
the Republican vote in 1888, whenSt. Lawrence 
County cast 14,611 Kepublican votes against 
14,486 cast in Saratoga, Fulton, and Hamilton. 

This decision was not relished by the south 
end counties, and Saratoga elected 12 Gele- 
gates under the old call and came here to-day 
with Senator Harvey Donaldson as a candidate 
for the Congressional nomination. St. Lawrence 
was solid for Gen. N. M. Curtis, the present rep- 
resentative of the old Twenty-second District. 

Among the supporters of Curtis who are pres- 
ent at the convention are Senator Erwin, who 
has made his customary deal; State Committee- 
man Proctor, and ex-Assemblyman E, Kk. Crap- 
ser of St. Lawrence, better known as “ Oleo- 
margarine” Crapser. The Donaldson boomers 
include Col. W. kb. French, Assemblyman Lewis 
Varney, ex-Assemblyman B. B. Gritlin, and 
Counselor J. W. Verbeck of Saratoga. Tbe St. 
Lawrence delegates were solid for Curtis, Sara- 
toga equally solid for Donaldson, and the Ful- 
ton and Hamilton statesmen ostensibly for 
Curtis, but in reality waiting for something to 
turn up. 

When State Committeeman Proctor called the 
convention to order and announced that in 
making the roll of the convention Saratoga 
County would be allowed only 9 delegates, 
Mr. Verbeck of Ballston asked for an adjourn- 
ment of an hour, which was granted after some 
wrangling. When the convention reconvened 
Saratoga presented a delegation of only 9, 
and the roll was soon completed. D. W. Camp- 
bell of Johnstown was placed in nomination for 
Chairman by the Saratoga-Fulton-Hamilton 
delegates, and ‘“ Oleomargurine’’ Crapser by 
St. Lawrence. For fifteen ballots the vote stood 
15 for Campbell and 15 for Crapser, the monot- 
ony of the roll call being occasionally broken by 
bursts of eloquence from Crapser, who pleaded 
for harmony, protection, and votes for ‘‘Oleo- 
margarine.”

WANT MORE CAPITAL STOCK.

WESTERN UNION DIRECTORS FAVOR A 
ROUND HUNDRED MILLION. 


Western Union furnished some excitement to 
Wall Street yesterday when the Directors issued 
as part of the report of their meeting a recom- 
mendation that originated with the Execu- 
tive Committee for an increase of $13,800,000 
in the capital stock of the company, making the 


aggregate capital stock $100,000,000. This was 
about all the news that proceeded at first from 
the Directors’ meeting. It was quite enough for 
the purposes of the brokers. 

The stock had opened at95°%3 and had ad- 
vanced to 9612 on the report that probably an 
extra dividend would be declared or that other 
good news would proceed from the meeting. 
After the report came out quotations began to 
tumble, until they landed at 94. There was 
very little rally above this point, the stock 
closing for the day at 9444. 

It is proposed to use this increase of stock in 
a 10 per cent. stock dividend to present stock- 
holders, thus consuming $8,820,000, and to put 
the balance of the increase, or $5,180,000, in 
the company’s treasury. It was understood 
down town that this stock to be distributed 
will not be available at the time of the present 
closing of the books, but will be given to stock- 
hoidera who may appear of record on the com- 
pany’s books after Oct. 25. Atthig date there 
will be a special meeting to pass upon this rec- 
ommendation. 

The annual meeting of the company will be 
held Oct. 12, the books closing Sept. 20 and re- 
opening Oct. 15. At this latter date the usual 
quarterly dividend of 14 per cent. will be pay- 

le to stockholders of record at the time of 
the closing of the books. It is not believed that 
stockholders will get any part of the increase 
of stock, should it be authorized, until the be- 
ginning of the new year. The comparative 
statement of earnings and expenses of the com- 
pany for the quarter ending Sept. 30, based 
upon nearly completed returns for July and 
partial returns for August and September, esti- 
mated, shows an unbroken list of increases. 
The net revenus of the company for the quarter 
showed an increase of $200,000 and in the sur- 
plus $199,428. The surplus July 1 was $2,158,- 
486, making the total surplus $2,357,809.

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THEY WikE IN GREAT PERIL 
ARMY AND NAVY MEN ON THE 
PEGASUS GLAD TO GET BACK 


ROUGH EXPERIENCE OF THE NAVAL RE- 
SERVES AND THE SIXTY-NINTH REGI- 
MENT BOYS WHO WERE ORDERED 
TO FIRE VESSEL 


THREATENED 


ISLAND— THEIR 
TO GO TO PIECES. 


The army and the navy of the State of New- 
York, as representei by the Sixty-ninth Regl- 
ment aud the First Battalion of Naval Reserves, 
foughta battle during the twenty-four hours 
ending at noon yesterday such as no body of the 
Btate forces bas had to fight since the war. The 
soldiers and sailors had been ordered out by 
Gov. Flower to go down to Fire Island, disperse 
the mob of oystermen and clam diggers who 
were preventing by force the landing of the 
Norwanuia’s cabin passengers trom the Iron 
Bteamboat Company’s steamer Cepheua, and to 
remain there and protect the State property. The 
duty assicned them was not prospective, but 
immediate, to be accomplished at all hazards. 

The boys of the Sixty-ninth and of the Naval 
Reserve, however, did not have to turn their 
light artillery and rifles against the mob, nor 
would they have had-to do so had they reached 
Fire Island, as expected, for the mob had 
dispersed before they could have reached 
there under the most favorable conditions. 
Their struggle was not with men, but with the 
elements, and for several hours of the night 
they stood in one of the most helpless positions 
in which a body of men can be placed—at sea in 
a heavy gale on a vessel not designed to stand a 
storm and threatening every minute to go to 
pieces. 

This statement is not extravagant, though 
perhaps many of the men who were aboard the 


Iron Steamboat Company’s steamer Pegasus as 
she was fighting her way back to port may re- 
garditsco. Among these, however, would not be 
found the Captain, the pilot, and the crew of 
the Pegasus, the ofticers of the Sixty-ninth 
kegiment, and the Naval Reserve, and those 
whose experience on the sea has been sullicient 
to give them knowledge of its dangers. All of 
these felt as though a Providence bad been more 
than kind to them when the Pegasus, battered 
and torn, shoved her nose back into the smooth 
waters under Sandy Hook's lea about 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 

As for the veteran Capt. Pierce of the Peg- 
asus, he sald that no mere money considera- 
tion could induce him to again make such a trip 
and accept such a responsibility as had op- 
pressed him during that night. 

There was just a nice, stiff, southeast breeze 

blowing when the Pegasus left Pier 36 North 
River a little after noon on Tuesday and 
steamed down through the Narrows. The 
Naval Reserves, numbering about 200, were 
on the lower deck, and the Sixty-ninth Kegi 
ment complement, numbering about 250, on 
the upper deck. The soldiers had little to do 
but to make merry, and the boys of the Sixty- 
ninth can do thatif any soldiers can. The sailor 
boys had work to do, though They had to 
mount the Gatling guns, howitzers, and one- 
ound Hotchkiss rapid-tire guns, besides secur- 
ing their Lee rifles, with forty rounds of am- 
munition, their cutlasses, canteens, and other 
equipments 

Aa the battle of Fire Island was not fought, 
and probably never will be, a brief statement 
as to the line of action laid out by Commander 
Miller of the naval force and Col Cavanagh of 
the Sixty-ninth may be interesting. Of course, 
they did not announce their plans, but the gen- 
eral scheme of them became known to the men. 
It was decided that, when Fire Island was 

reached, if a mol was found on the dock, the 
Cepheus, with the Normeannia’s cabin passen- 
gers aboard, should be ordered to move out to a 
gafe distance. The Pegasus should then steam 
to the dock and the Naval Reserves be ordered 
ashore to clear away the mob, under cover ot 
artillery fire if necessary. Having cleared the 
dock, the Sixty-ninth was then to iand, march 
between the columns of the Naval Reserves, 
and continue to clear the State property on the 
island of the rioters. 

The story of a work like that would have been 
an interesting, though perhaps a ead story to 
tell; but probably everybody is giad that it 
cannot be told, though there is a feeling of dis- 
appointment expressed by the boys of the Sixty- 
ninth and the Naval Reserve that they did not 
have sucha grand opportunity to show their 
mettle. 

An entirely different but quite as trying or- 
deal was in store for them, however. When the 
Pegasus gotdown into the lower bay it was 
found that a sca was running which caused her 
to push her nose downward until the waves 
broke over ber bow. The southeast wind was 
biowing thirty-five miles an hour. The soldiers 
and the newer recfuits among the Naval Ke- 
serves began to get seasick; Capt. Pierce and 
his pilot began to get nervous. The sky was 
clouding up and the wind rapidly inoreasing in 
force. The tug Pulver was accompanying the 
Pegasus to act as a pioneerin taking her over 
the bar off Fire Island. 

Tbe rub came when Sandy Hook was passed. 
Then the Pegasus, which is one of the regular 
Coney Isiand voats, designed for river and har- 
bor traffic only, began to “act nasty.” The 
seas broke over her until everything on the 
lower deck was adrift, and the naval reserves 
quartered there had either to perch themselves 
upon boxes or stand in water up to their knees. 
The steamer rolled and pitched so that life lines 
had te be strung from stanchion to stanchion 
that the men aboard might keep their feet. As 
for the tug Pulver, she seemed to be buried half 
the time, and nobody was surprised when she 
turned and started back to smoother waters. 

Commander Miller and Ool. Cavanagh, how- 
ever, insisted on going on, and that, too, was 
the «pirit of the men. The Pegasus made slow 
headway against the wind and the sea, or she 
would have arrived at the bar off Fire Island in 
time to cross. As it was, she got within a half 
mile of the bar about 7:30 o’clock. The dark- 
mess was then inky in its density, aud there waa 
a torrent of rain which the wind, now moving 
at the rate of more than forty-five miles an hour, 
drvve with such force as to send it horizontally 
across the decks. 

The siow trip down was fatal to crossing the 
bar. As the tide then stood there was not more 
than 10 feet of water overit. The Pegasus was 
drawing 54g feet. To have attempted to pro- 
ceed would have been suicidal. The vessel must 
have been pounded to pieces on the sand. Capt. 
Pierce announced that there was nothing to be 
done but turn around and try to get back under 
the lee of Sandy Hook. 

He did not dare to take the course back 
which he had run over in going down. The sup- 

ly of coal was getting short and he knew that 

n case of ite running out or of any accident to 

the machinery wreck on the Long Island shore 
would beinevitable. He .turned the Pegasus 
therefore right into the trough of the sea, head- 
ed for Sandy Hook lightship, whence he ran up 
through the swash and into the bay. 

The laboring and pitching of the steamer be- 
fore was as nothing compared to her actions 
when in the trough. The seas broke clear over 
her open forward deck so that the watch of 
Naval Reserve men stationed there had to hang 
on to the stanchions with might and main to 
aave themselves from being washed overvoard. 
The waves now and then would mount clear to 
the windows of the upper cabin, and twive they 
broke so high as to reach the pilot house, Over and 
through her the floods of water poured, and all 
the time her broad, flat bottom was being struck 
blows of such tremendous force that it seemed 
as though the steamer must be torn apart. The 
bulwarks at the bow and aft of the paddle boxes 
gave way benesth the strain. Partofthe port 
pilot box was torn off. A big cutter belonging 
to the man-of-war Atlanta, which was being 
towed behind, was overturned, but nothing 
could be done to save it and it was practically 
wrecked. 

The conduct of the men on board all the time 
was admirabie. It took four hours to get into 
the comparatively smooth water inside of Sandy 
Hook, but all that time there was nota man of 
them who showed a sign of fear. The Naval, 
Reserve men especially had reason to be fear- 
ful, for the seriouaness of the time was vividly 
impressed upon their minds, they being on the 
lower deck, which was swamped half the time. 
Yet when Commander Miller ordered men to 
plear away the stove-in bulwarks here and 
there, and even when he ordered a crew to see 
that the lifeboats and rafts were in proper con- 
fition for speedy iaunching, the discipline was 
as perfect as though there had been nothing 
unusual in the situation. 

The poor old Pegasus, which had done nobly 
for a boat of her class, was ina badly battered 
condition when she got inside of Sandy Hook. 
It was decided to land at Communipaw. It took 
two hours more to get there, forthe supply of 
foal was so low that the engines worked feebly. 
Communipaw was reached before 2 o'clock. On 
the way up the Narrows the Navai Keserve men 
busied themselves swabbing down the decks. 
When the Pegasus was made fast they rolled 
themselves in their blankets and stretched 
themselves on the wet decks. It was nota bed 
of roses by any means, but the boys were 80 
tired from their work and weakened by seasick- 
ness and lack of preper food that they were 
soon fast asleep. 

As for iood, there was practically nothing 
board except coflee and hurdtack and a ver 
fimited supply of canted meat. To make it 
worse, the supply of drinking water gave out 
garly Tuesday night. This state of affairs, 
ghough, brought no more serious remonstrances 

Grom the men than good-natured chafing. 

Commander Miller sent Lieut. Duncan ashore 
at once after arriving at Communipaw, with in- 
structions to see Goy. Flower and get further 
orders. At daybreak he returned to report that 
the turn of evente at Fire Island made it possi- 
ble to discharge the Sixty-ninth andthe Naval 
Reserves. A couple of bours of hard work fol- 
lowed getting things shipshape aboard. Then 
the Pegasus steamed over to Pier 36 North 
River. It took until noon toehip off all the 
supplies, arms, and ammunition that had n 
secured from thenavy yard.

APPEAL ON THE APPORTIONMENT. 


—-< 
THE SAME ARGUMENTS ADVANCED AS 
BEFORE JUDGE BARTLETT. 


The General Term of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday heard the appeal of United 
States District Attorney Jesse Johnson, on be- 
half of Andrew D. Baird and other Republicans, 
from Justice Bartlett's recent adverse decision 
in the matter of the application for a mandamus 
to compel the Board of Supervisore to reappor- 
tion the Assembly districts in the city and 
county. Justice Bartlett refused to grant the 
application. Mr. Johnson was assisted yester- 
day by Benjamin F. Blair and Edward H. 
Hobbs, two anti-Nathan men. 

Mr. Jobnson made the same argument that 
Justice Bartlett heard. He held that the un- 
equal division of the districts made the appor- 
tioument illegal and unjust. He cited the case 
of the Seventh, Nineteenth,. and Twentieth 
Wards, ail Republican, crowded into one As- 
sewbly district, with 102,000 people in it. In 
contrast to that he cited the fact that the Twelfth 
Ward, Alderman coffey’s bailiwick, with 
52.000 persons in it, was made a separate As- 
rembly district, and the Lighth Ward, with but 
34,000 inhabitants, another district. His other 
point was that the law prohibited the division 
of towns in apportioning districts. He matn- 
tuined that wards were included as towns 
by the law, and thatfact also contributed to the 
illegality of the apportionment. 

Corporation Counsel Jenks, for the defense, 
replied that the Supervisors, according to law, 
met and divided the county into eighteen As- 
seuibly disiricta. In making such apportion- 
ment they did not divide any town. The law 
does not require, he said, that the Supervisors 
in making the division shall regard the popula- 
tion of any district. In 1846 the Constitution 
required that the Assemblymen should be ap- 
pointed according to districts having an equal 
number of inhabitants, exclusive of aliens and 
people of color not taxed. In 1874 the Consti- 
tution was amended and the question of equal- 
ity was eliminated. 

There could hardly be such a thing as equality 
of representation, because Putnam Connty, with 
only 14,000 inhabitants, has an Assemblyman, 
and the First District of Monroe County, with 
23,000, an Assemblyman. 

The Court of Appeals has decided that laws 
must be taken as they are written. The wards 
are not to be considered as coming under the 
meaning of towns, as Justice Bartlett decided. 
The Constitution does not seek to Lave equal 
population in the districts. If it did some dis- 
tricts would be left without representation. The 
Board of Supervisors performed its duty and no 
writ of mandamus could issue. 

Mr. Johnson asked Corporation Counselgenks 
why an enumeration was taken if it was not to 
enable an equal division of the districts. Mr. 
Jenks answered thatthe census was taken be- 
cause it was the duty of the Legislature to 
divide the Senate districts on the basis of popu- 
lation. Whatever the Supervisors had done 
was justly done and must stand, no matter how 
7 yppieemeeeeaaian certain individuals to abide 

y it. 

The briefs were handed up, Mr. Johnson re- 
questing a prompt decision, so that he could 
carry it to the Court of Appeals if decided 
against him.

BOARD OF STEAM NAVIGATION.

IMPORTANT BUSINESS TRANSACTED AT 
ITS SESSION HERE. 


The National Board of Steam Navigation, 
which has been in session at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel since Tuesday morning, closed ite annual 
meeting yesterday afternoon. Reports were 
read from the sub-committees which have 
charge of various branches of the board’s work, 
and there were long discussions of recommen- 
dations made by these committees. President 
Charles W. Woolsley of Hoboken in his annual 
report congratulated the board on the defeat in 
Congress of the bill introduced by Senator Frye 


of Maine designed to reorganize the existing 
laws. He said aleo that it was understood that 
another Measure was being drawn, to be sub- 
mitted to the next session of Congress, which 
would contain many objectionable features. 

There was along discussion of the ees 
Marine Board, a new organization which has 
been proposed and indorsed by Federal offi- 
cials, to be designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and composed of members of various 
boards under that department of the Govern- 
ment. While the question of indorsing this 
proposed board was not acted on, the discussion 
was generally unfavorable to it.

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HAS LAID MANY WAGERS, 


EDWARD KEARNEY CONFIDENT AFTER 
LOOKING OVER THE POLITICAL FIELD. 


Edward Kearney, one of the Tammany So- 
ciety’s Sachems, and a man who is known to be 
very close to the Democratic managers in this 
city and State, has returned from his Summer 
home in Saratoga. He says that for the last 
two months he has done little else than make & 
study of the political situation. Mr. Kearney 
called at tho Demooratic National Headquar- 
ters yesterday, and when asked what he thought 
of the situation he said: 

“TI think that the prospect of Democratic suc- 
cess all over the country is better than it has 


ever before been in recent years. Every sign, 
to my mind, points to this. have tried to take 
an impartial view of everything, and have not 
allowed my ey ¢ —— to oontrol my 
judgment. hen I predicted a big Democratic 
success in the State last year people were in- 
clined to think that I was visionary, but we got 
a larger majority than I had stated.

I 
am still ready to bet that Mr. Cleveland will be 
elected. I have already made several bets. 
I have bet considerable that this State 
will go Democratic, as well as the bets I have 
made that Mr. Cleveland will be elected. In 
addition to these I have made three bets that 
the Republican majority in Pennsylvania would 
be less than 50,000. This would be a falling off 
in the Republican vote of 30,000. These betes 
were made some time before the elections in 
Vermont and Maine. At the same ratio the 
falling off in the Republican vote in Vermont 
aud Maine is more tian the falling offof the Re- 

ublican vote that I expect in Pennsylvania. 

f the Republican vote falls off in three States, 
it is only logical to suppose that it will fall off 
in other parts of the country. My reasons for 
believing this are that the elections of 1890 
showed that the popular drift was toward the 
Democratic Party.”’ 

“Whatdo you think of the outlook in New- 
York State?” 

“I do not regard New-York as a doubtful 
State. It is a; Democratic State. Under the 
leadership of David B. Hill we have an organ- 
ization here that has and willinsure the State 
to the Democracy. While in Saratoga I met 
politicians from all parts of the State, including 
senator Hill himeelf, and can see no reason 
from the talks with these people why the party 
is not in as good condition now as it was a year 
ago. Mr. Cleveland is going to receive a large 
Republican and independent vote in addition to 
the party vote. I heard the Republicans talk- 
ing about defection among the Democrats, but 
I do not believe there is any, for I have tried to 
find itin vain. If I thought it existed, I would 
not be so anxious to bet upon the result in this 
State. I don’t bet for sentiment; I bet to win 

“I Bave also met a great many politicians 
from New-Jersey and Connecticut. They are 
both large manufacturing States, and the fact 
that Mr. Cleveland carried them four years ago 
ought to prove that he will carry them again. 
Then the people did not understand his tariff 
meseage, and the Republicans were enabled to 
frighten the workingmen into the belief that 
Cleveland’s election would mean their ruin. 
The workingmen know better than this now, 
so that Connecticut and New-Jersey are cer- 
tainly in a much better condition than they 
were four years ago.”

MUCH SARCASM WASTED BY 
MAYOR AND CONTROLLER. 


THEY ENLIVENED THE PROCEEDINGS 
AT THE MEETING OF THE SINKING 
FUND COMMISSIONERS—MR. STARIN’S 
PIER—THE SIXTY-NINTH’S PROPOSED 
NEW ARMORY. 


The meeting of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners yesterday was the first held in some 
time and the Mayor and the Controller made it 
interesting by one of their old-time tilts. A 
resolution was offered giving permission to 
John H. Starin to tear down Piers 18 and 19 
North River and erecta now one. The Alder- 
men have been squabbling about this matter to 
considerable extent. The Mayorsaid yesterday 
that he wanted it finished up so far as the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission was concerned. Con- 
troller Myers wanted it referred to him. Re- 
corder Smyth said that the Dock Board had 
approved the project, and despite the Con- 
troller’s negative vote the resolution was 
carried. 

The Dock Department wanted permission to 
purchase a pier at West Forty-third Street 
which is now occupied by the Knickerbocker 
Ice Company. The Controller disapproved, be- 
cause he said $100,000, the price asked, was 
too much. The property was bought for $8,00U 
many years ago. esides, the Controller did 
not think that the agreement for the purchase 
of the property drawn up by the Corporation 
Counsel was in the proper legal shape. Presi- 
dent Cram of the Dock Board, with some sar- 
casm, remarked that the Controller knew more 
law than any one else. The Mayor and Kecorder 
Smyth thought that the Corporation Counsel 
was allright. The Mayor was ina hurry, and 
wanted the matter laid over. 

* Buppose,” said the Controller with some as- 
perity, “that we arrange amecting for some 
day when we can give some time to business.” 

The Mayor retorted that he had sent to the 
Controller’s office and could not find him in. 

“I have tried to have meetings,” said the 
Mayor, “ but you were away.” 

“Yes, on my short vacation,” said the Con- 
troller. 

“Oh, of course, you are entitled to a vaca- 
tion,” said the Mayor. 

The Controller's contention is that the city 
already Owns the property where the pier 
stands; that it has been acquired for street pur- 
poses, and that when Forty-third Street is ex- 
tended to the new bulkhead line the pier will be 
wiped out. The matter was finally laid over, 
but it will be heard from later. 

When the report of the Armory Board select- 
ing Tompkins Market and the Hall Place site as 
the site for the new sSixty-ninth Regiment 
Armory came up there was another clash. The 
Controller was of the opinion that by taking the 
present armory or Tompkins Market away from 
the new site and buying more property to the 
east of Hall Place the city could save $250,000, 
His proposition to eliminate the old armory 
— the new site brought out strong opposi- 

on. 

The Controller wanted the report sent back to 
the Armory Board. Recorder Smyth said that 
he would not vote to send it back. 

“We have been fiddling over this thing for 
thre: years,” saidhe. “I wantit settled. The 
National Guard has done splendid work lately. 
I am proud of it. The brigade here ought to 
have everything it needs. The Sixty-ninth in 
particular is an excellent organization. A fine 
armory 1s particularly needed in that locality. 
It is infested with those Anarchists and scoun- 
drels who have given us so much trouble.” 

The Mayor moved that the report of the 
Armory Board be approved. The Controller 
protested that he believed that the Six- 
ty-ninth should have a new armory, but 
that he thought that his proposition to 
save $250,000 was worth considering. The 
Controller then voted against the adoption of 
the Armory Board's report. In matters of this 
kind the Controller's affirmative vote is neces- 
sary to the adoption of such a report, and now 
the matter will have to be taken up again. 

The Sinking Fund Commissioners yesterday 
turned over the yard at the foot of East Six- 
teenth Street, now used by the Bureau of In- 
numbrances, to the Board of Health, so that it 
can be used for a reception hospital for persons 
having contagious diseases. Mount Sinai Hos- 

ital was given the use of a vacant lot adjoining 
t ar twenty-one years at the nominal sam

The Controller was authorized to issue 

250,000 in Criminal Court House bonds, and 
leases were made for two stables for the Street- 
Cleaning Department. One of the stables is on 
Eightieth Street, between Avenues A and B. It 
was leased from W. F. Cunningham, at 000 a 

ear for five years, and the other stable is 535 
0 539 East One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, 
and was leased from Senator George W. Pliunk- 
itt at $5,000 a year for ten years. The purchase 
of dock property between Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth Streets on the North River from 
Edward A. Smith for $85,500 was approved. 





ATTACK ON BISHOP BROOKS. 


IN THE SHAPE OF AN OPEN LETTER 
FROM BISHOP SEYMOUR. 


The Right Rey. Dr. Seymour, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Springfield, has addressed an open 
letter to the Right Rev. Dr. William C. Doane, 
Bishop of Albany, in reference to the consecra- 
tion of the Right Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks, 
Bishop of Massachusetts. The letter is a con- 
tinuation of the attacks upon the distinguished 
Boston preacher which began when he was a 
candidate for the episcopate to which he was 
elected a little less than a yea ago. In it Bishop 
Seymour contends that Bishop Brooks has not 
only failed to justify the assertions of his friends 
and supporters, who urged the latter's contirma- 
tion “under the assurance that he would make 


a change in his teachings and conduct when he 
Was consecrated a Bishop,” but that “ten or 
eleven months have elapsed since Dr. Brooks 
was consecrated, and by word and deed he has 
indorsed all he said and did as a Presbyter.”’ 

Bishop 8eymour says it would be utterly use- 
less to present Dr. Brooks for trial, since “ two- 
thirds of the Bishops of the Protestant Episoo- 

al Church in the United States gave consent to 

is consecration, although knowing full well 
Dr. Brooke's position as fautor of Unitarians, as 
an avowed Pelagian, and one who repudiated, 
with something of scorn and pity for those who 
had it, the doctrines of the sacred ministry, as 
embodied in the Ordinal.”’ 

Bishop Seymour contends also that, holding 
the convictions which he acknowledges, Bishop 
Brooks “has no right, no moral right, to enter 
the ministry of the ee y advance to its high- 
est place, and remain in it with a view to upset 
its foundations, reverse its ecumenical decis- 
ions, and turn it literally upside down,” and 
charges that Dr. Brooks “‘ proposes to give us a 
Church of his own construction.” 

Bishop Loane, when asked if he intended to 
make a reply to the letter of Bishop Seymour, 
said, ** I shall pay no attention to it,”

PEACE HAS BEEN RESTORED. 


BOTH SIDES IN THE CHOCTAW 
WILL SUBMIT TO THE LAW. 


MCALISTER, Indian Territory, Sept. 14.—The 


reports adding to the original list of fatalities in 
the Choctaw vendetta are incorrect, only four 
men having-been killed at MoAlister and Harts- 
horn. 

Further trouble is, however, almost sure to 


‘come. The town is now under martial law. 


At a conference held here last night, called 
and arranged by Indian Agent Bennett, to 
establish police and preserve the tranquillity 
among the Choctaw people, the following per- 
sons were present: W. N. Jones, Principal 
Chief; N. B. Ainsworth, E. N. Wright, W. W. 
Hempton of the Progressive Party, Joe Gard- 
ner, A. N. Anderson, Daniel Bellof the National 


Party, and Charlies La Flore, Captain of the In- 
dian police of the United States. 

The situation was fully discussed. It was 
unanimouely agreed thatin order to amicably 
adjust the present trouble all armed bodies of 
men shallimmediately disband, and by noon 
to-day all persons who had participated in the 
killing of Joe Heck, Frank Fraseiel, Elias Col- 
bert, and Kobert Nelson should surrender to 
the constituted authorities of the nation to an- 
8wer belore the courts, and while in custody the 
prisoners should be protected from violence. 

The convention agreed that the agent be 
present with Indian police and soldiers at the 
October meeting of the Choctaw Council to see 
that a iair count was made of the votes and to 
insure protection to all concerned. The con- 
vention requested Agent Bennett to prevent all 
not citizens from attending the council meet- 
ing, as the Indiana considered them as inter- 
fering in their politioal affairs, and it was this 
that had precipitated the present outbreak. 

They agreed to submit all differences to the 
courts for settlement, and agreed to do all in 
their power to allay the present excitement and 
preserve the peace. This agreement was signed 
by all present, and telegrams and messengers 
on horseback were dispatched to all portions of 
the nation in the endeavor to carry out the 
object of the agreement. 

A telegram has been received by Gov. Jones 
stating that Sheriff Perry’s house, six wiles 
from Hartshorn, was surrounded by thirty 
armed men in an attempt to take his life. A 
messenger was dispatched on horseback to in- 
form them that peace had been restored, but it 
is feared that he willreach there too late. If 
such be the case it will renew bostilities and 
necessitate the calling out of troops.

COMMISSION APPOINTED TO INVESTIGATE 
THE VARIOUS SYSTEMS. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Postmaster General 
Wanamaker to-day opened a number of pro- 
posals, submitted under the act authorizing 
him “To examine into the subject of a more 
rapid dispatch of mail matter between large 
cities, and Post Offices and transportation ter- 
minalsin large cities, by means of pneumatic 
tubes or other systems.” 

H. A. Lewis of Norristown, Penn., asked for 
an examination of his system. The Pneumatio 
Transit Company of Philadelphia proposed to 
lay pneumatic tubes in Chestnut Street, Phila- 
delphia, connecting the main Post Office with 
the sub-oftice on Chestnut street below Fourth 
Street, and to bear all expense in construction 
and maintenance of the system for one year, 
and at the end of that period, if found satie- 


factory, the system will be leased to the Gov- 
ernment orit may be purchased at cost price. 
The Kelly Pneumatic Tube Company of Chicago 
asked for a thorough examination of its system, 
— in operation,in Chicago, St. Louis, and other 
cities. 

The Collins Automatic Pneumatic Switching 
Tubes Company of New-York submitted a de- 
tailed description of its system. The United 
States Automatic Dispatch Company of New- 
York offered to grant tothe Government the 
right to use its system outside of New-York and 
Brooklyn, at an annual rental of $150,000. The 
Beach Pneumatic Conveyer Company of Chicago 
proposed to licengze the Government to use its 
system, or elther of them, or to sell the same 
for use in certain States. A. J. Atwater of 
Ohicago and the Pneumatic Transportation 
Company of Philadelphia asked for an ex- 
amination of their systems. 

The Postmaster General has appointed Second 
Assistant Postmaster General Bell, Third As- 
sistant Postmaster General Hazen, and Mr. 
Maynard of the Inspection Division a com- 
mittee to examine and report upon the merits of 
the several systems.

ELOPEMENT OF A GIRL WITH. .A MAN 
TEN YEARS HER SENIOR. 


NeEw-LONDON, Conn., Sept. 14.—Cohanzis, a 
suburb of this town, is excited to-day over the 
elopement of Ada Snow, a fifteen-year-old girl, 
not yet outof short dresses, and Miles B. Rog- 
ers, twenty-five years old, a stonecutter, board- 
ing at her parents’ home. 

Ten yearsor 80 ago Rogers’s father, on his 
way from Willimantic to New-York with his 
three boys, was drowned in the Thames River 
at the steamboat wharf here in endeavoring to 
board the night boat while under the influence 
of liquor. His wife had died previously to his 
leaving Willimantic, and his death left the chil- 


dren penniless in this city. Daniel Snow, father 
of the eloping girl, took the three boys to his 
home and cared for them until they were taken 
out to work by sympathizing neighbors. Thus 
began Rogers’s intimacy with the Snow family 
and his attachment for little Ada. He learned 
the trade of a stonecutter, and about a year or 
80 ago went to board with Mr. and Mrs. Snow. 

The child and he became inseparable compan- 
ions, and he spent much of his wages in provid- 
ing her with comforts. Her parents never 
thought of an attachment that would lead to an 
elopement, owing to the childish appearance of 
the girl and the disparity in their ages. Tues- 
day afternoon Rogers accompanied the girl to 
town on a grocery errand, and they have not 
been seen since. The Snow family have en- 
gaged the county and city authorities to trace 
the elopers, who are believed to have gone to 
New-York.

A DICTATOR IN COSTA RICA.

DECLARATION OF PRESIDENT RODRIGUEZ 
POLITICAL ARRESTS MADE. 


WasHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The Navy Depart- 
ment people think they may have another job 
on hand, with the information which comes to 
them from the Republic of Costa Rica that 
President Rodriguez has made the usual de- 
claration of himself as Dictator, and that 
political arrests have been made. 

This points to the likelihood of a revolution 
in Costa Rica. Such a state of affairs would 
make necessary the presence of one or more 
United States vessels in the ports of that coun- 
try for the preservation of such American in- 


terests as are located there. The commercial 
interests held by citizens of the United States 
are represented in railroads and lands mainly. 

The Navy Department will take no action until 
the State Department representative at San 
José, the capital of Costa Rica, sends a more de- 
tailed report than has yet been received. I[f he 
pictures the situation as serious and inimical to 
American interests, Secretary Tracy will dis- 
patch a war vessel or two. None of the ships at 
presentin the Atiantic will be sent on this er- 
rand. The Philadelphia might be sentif it were 
not sees to approach Costa Rica from the 
west. 

It is likely that the Charleston or the Thetis, 
perhaps both ships, will be ordered from San 
Francisco to Punta Arenas, on the Pacitie coast 
of Costa Rioa, if the situation develops into one 
of seriousness. Lither ship would be able to 
perform the slight task likely to be demanded 
of a protective craft in Costa Rican waters, 
The Charleston is a full-fledged war ship, and 
would be a formidable foe of almost any armed 
monster of an enemy, while the Thetis is a 
serviceable ship, capable of doing the work in 
a She is usually employed on coast survey 
work. 

At present the alarm which is reported to 
prevail in San José has not penetrated to the 
Navy Department.

DISAPPOINTED INSPECTORS. 


THE DRESSMAKERS ON LA CHAMPAGNE 
YIELDED THEM NO REVENUE. 


A sorry lot of Inspectors returned to the Cus- 
jom House yesterday from the pier of the 
French Line of steamers after the arrival of La 
Champagne. They had been detailed to the 
pier for the purpose of looking out for trunks 
belonging to about thirty-five or forty dress- 
makers who were reported to be on that ves- 
sel, coming home iaden with the latest designs 
in gowns and other costly wear from Paris. 

The dressmakers arrived, bringing their 
trunks with them, but, very much to the sur- 
prise and disgust of the Inspectors, as soon as 
the steamer had run out its gang plank the 
dressmakers formed a procession and made 
straight for the oflice on the pier, where each 


reported that she had dutiable articles in her 
trunk. The Inspectors, who had been waiting 
about expecting and hoping that no declara- 
tions of this kind would be made, and planning 
seizures that would considerably enrich their 
purses, were completely taken aback by this 
turn of affairs. 

The way this matter turned out was all 
the more disquieting because when Inspectors 
are detailed to watch inceming passengers they 
seldom fail to accomplish what they undertake, 
and seizures @lways yield io the officers making 
them from 0 to 35 per cent. of the amount of 
money realized at the sale of the condemned 
articles. There were seventy-five trunks or 
more brought over by the suspected dress- 
makers yesterday, and it was reported at the 
Custom House that some of them contained 
gowns of great value. It was said that at least 
six of the trunks had contents worth $10,000. 

The Inspectors were detailed to the French 
Line pier upon a tip sent from the other side of 
the ocean that La Champagne bore this precious 
cargo, and that the Custom Louse officers had 
better be on the watch or the dressmakers 
would do some clever smuggling. Extra men 
Were put op the case. While La Champagne 
was anchored at Quarantine accounts appeared 
in the newspapers of the seizure of the trunks 
belonging to Mmes. Lumiey and Le Roy, two 
dressmaxkers. Itis believed that these reports 
may have frightened the dressmakers on the 
French vessel, and that in addition, also, some 
one must have been able to intimate to them 
that officers would be waiting at the pier and 
that they would serve their own interests by 
immediately declaring upon their arrival that 
they had bronght over dutiabie goods. 

The Philadelphia woman whose trunks had 
been detained at the seizure room for several 
days calied at the Custom House yesterday with 
her lawyer and begged that the trunks might be 
released, declaring herself willing to pay the 
duty on them, and protesting again that her 
deciaratien had been omitted innocently when 
she arrived and not with any intention of es- 
caping just duties or of smuggling goods into 
the country. It is probable that the contents of 
her trunk will be appraised to-day. If they 
shall be found to be worth less than $1,000, she 
will be allowed to take the goods away by pay. 
ing duty upon them; if worth more than $1,000 
she must give a bond to the Government for the 
value of the goods, the amount of the duty, and 
any possible fine that she may incur. 

She has become very nervous over the deten- 
tion of her trunks, and while sitting in the 
scizure room yesterday and offering to pay any 
damages sbe drew from her dreas & great roll 
of bills of large denomination, which dropped 
from her hands to the tioor and were scattered 
like leaves. ‘The officers who helped gather 
them together for her were confident that the 
roll contained not less than $5,000. 
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SCANLAN’S CHOSEN. 


CHAUNCEY OLCOTT WILL PLAY THE 
LEADING PART IN “ MAVOURNEEN.” 


During the past six months many names have 
been suggested as having been engaged by Man- 
ager Augustus Pitou to replace W. J. Scanlan 
in “‘Mavourpeen.’”’ Yesterday Mr. Pitou an- 
nounced that he had engaged Mr. Chauncey 
Olcott, who will take Mr. Scanlan’s part in the 
play, and, although he will not be starred, he 
will receive a large salary. 

Mr. Olcott has been in London for eighteen 
months past, and while there created the part 
of Patrick O’Flannigan, the Irish Toreador, 1n 
** Miss Deseima,” the play known inthis country 
as “ Miss Helyett.”” He was under the manage- 
mentof Charles Wyndham. Mr. Olcott made so 
much of a success in the part that be became 
known in London as Pat Olcott. A number of 
Mr. Pitou’s friends who had seen “ Mavour- 
necn” here and Mr. Olcott’s work in London 


advised Mr. Pitou that he was the man he 
wanted. The manager wrote to Olcott in Lon- 
fon, who came at once to this country and 
reached an understanding with Mr. Pitou. Mr. 
Olcott had accepted an offer from Horace 
Sedger of the Lyric Theatre in London to ~~ 
pear in anew piay this season. This made it 
necessary for him to return to secure his re- 
lease, which he was able to accomplish and 
come back to this country, signing a contract 
with Mr. Pitou immediately ou his arrival 

Manager Vitou has had over 200 applications 
from actors who were anxious to replace Scan- 
lan, but he believes that in Mr. Olcott he has 
engaged the right man. He has a fine tenor 
voice and sings with much feeling. He is of 
Irish parentage. In “‘Mavourneen ” such songs 
as were sung by Mr. Scanian wiil be retained. 
After Mr. Scanian broke down, a number of 
actors and actresses began to sing his songs 
without permission, apd his sister, Sadie Scan- 
lan, is singing some of them. As all of Scanlan’s 
songs huve been published, there is no way of 
preventing others from using them. 

When Scanlan ceased acting last December 
his route wae entirely booked for the remainder 
of the season, and out-of-town Managers wanted 
Mr. Pitou to secure another man at once and fill 
their engagements, claiming that as the play had 
run over 100 nights in New-York and had been 
favorably received, it must be successful eveu 
without Scanlan. This Mr. Pitou could have 
done legally as the surviving partner, but he 
felt that Scanlan should have every chance to 
recover and reappear in the play, so all con- 
tracts for last season were canceled. Mr. Pitou 
has now arranged to open the season with 
“ Mavyourneen” on Noy. 10, and will carry on 
the road ail the scenery, costumes, and acces- 
sories used in the original production at 
the Fourteenth Street Theatre. As Scanlan's 
contract has two years longer to run, he will be 
interested in the profits, receiving his share the 
game as if he were playing, His wife and uncle, 
W. J. Hynes, will represent him. 

Mrs. Scanian has paid all her husband’s ex- 
penses since he became iil, and tbe profits that 
May accrue to his credit from “ Mavourneen” 
will be used by her for his comfort and support. 
Bhould Mr. Scanian ever recover his health, be 
will take his old position before the public under 
Mr. Pitou’s management.

CHILDREN ON THE STAGE, 
—_——@—— 
WHAT THEY CAN DO THERE TO BE 
DETERMINED BY THE COURT. 


On the calendar in the Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, before Judge Beach, yesterday were sev- 
eral cases arising out of the new law as to 
appearance of children on the stage. They were 
taken up by Judge Beach after he had finished 
hearing the other cases on his calendar. After 
arguments lasting over two hours decision was 
reserved. Briefs will be handed in before the 
decision is made. 

Elbridge T. Gerry was present to represent 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. Lucien Oudip was present, repre- 
senting Benjamin D. Stevens, the theatrical 


manager, who had been arrested for allowing | 
| Warehouse deliveries here yesterday, 11,135 ange. 


children to appear and sing on the stage of the 
Broadway Theatre. Mr. Stevens was arrested, 
and, after being committed to jail, was paroled 
in the custody of his counsel until a writ of 
habeas corpus could be procured to test the in- 
terpretation of the law. 

Assistant Corporation Blandy represented the 
Mayor, against whom writs of mandamus had 
been issued requiring him to show cause why 
he should not grant licenses for five children to 
appear in singing and dancing performances. 


The Mayor had made the return tu the alterna- 
tive write that he wished it decided by the 
courts whether the new act gave him power to 
license children to appear in singing and danc- 
ing performances. Uutil that question was de- 
cided he refused to grant the licenses which he 
was asked to grant. 

The case of Mr. Stevens was first argued. His 
couneel contended that the license that was 
granted by the Mayor for the children to ap- 
pear in ‘*‘Wang” covered the whole case, and 
that be was not violating the law by allowing 
the children to appear. The act intended, it 
was urged by Mr. Oudin, to require that the 
consent of the Mayor must be obtained and the 
license granted, and that then the children 
could appear, both singing and dancing. 

Mr. Gerry argued against this interpretation 
of the law at greatlength. The law, he con- 
tended, authorized the Mayor to give his con- 
sent that children should appear in theatrical 
exhibitions, but did not authorize him to grant 
auy license for them to sing ordance. The act, 
he declared, did not contemplate that children 
should sing and dance on the stage. 

After the argumentin Mr. Stevens’s case was 
finished the other cases were taken up. Wales 
F. Severance, counsel for the children, stated 
to the court that the same question was in- 
volved in these cases as in thatof Mr. Stevens, 
and that what was wanted waé an interpretation 
of the law by the court. Mr. Severance criti- 
cised Mr. Gerry severely for allowing the act to 
be passed last Winter, intending ali the time to 
claim that its previsions were not what the 
theatrical managers and others interested in 
the passing of the act supposed, and thatit did 
not in reality allow children to appear on the 
ange in the generally accepted meaning of the 

erm. 

It was ridiculous, Mr. Severance contended, 
to give to the law the limited construction 
asked foritby Mr. Gerry. The law read that 
children could appear in theatrical exhibitions. 
It was nonseneical to contend that what was 
meant was merely that the children could ap- 
pear on the stage and that they could do no 
singing and dancing. There had been, Mr. Sev- 
erance said, a prevalence of light productions 
on the stage in which the presence of children 
to sing and dance was demanded. Mr. Gerry 
had allowed some to apeeet and then had begun 
a ——— ——— others. The result was the 
appeal to the Leyislature. 

he Legislature was appealed to for the very 
purpose of having children allowed to sing and 
dance. It was ridiculous to suppose that the 
Mayor was only to be allowed to license them 
to appear on a stage. 

Mr. Gerry had referred to the punctuation 
marks in the actin support of his contention. 
Mr. Blandy contended that it would be unfortu- 
nate if punctuation marks were to be made the 
basis of the interpretation of statutes, as there 
were many of the members of the Legislature 
Soe Se not experts in the use of punctuation 
marks.

THE NORTH GERMAN LLOYD. 


VESSELS DISINFECTED AND PR0O- 


VIDED WITH DOCTORS, 


10 the Edttor of the New-York Times : 

My attention has been drawn to a paragraph in the 
news columns of your issue of this moruing in which 
this statement is made: 

“The steamship companies, especially the Ham- 
burg-Amerioan Packet Company, are paying a heavy 
penalty for their carelessness with their rrord. a4 
passengers, as may be seen from the fact hat the 
North German Lioyd steamship Spree left this port 
yesterday for Bremen with only ten tirst cabin 
and twenty-five second cabin passengers. She car- 
ried no steerage passengers.” 

This paragraph is so misleading and incorrect that 
I cannot but suppose that the reporter who wrote it 
was under a misapprehension. 

In the first place, no charge has ever heen made 
against the North German Lioyd Steamship Coin- 
pany of any “ carelessness with their steerage pas- 
sengers”’; on the contrary, the Treasury Depart- 
ment, as Well as the Health Officer of this port, has 
from the beginning of the present cholera agitation 
acknowledged that our company have adopted every 
precaution that it was possible to introduce, iu book- 
ing passengers, and in their transportation on board 
of their steamers. When the cholera first appeared 
and became threatening in Russia, our company ie- 
cided to discontinue the carrying of Kussian imuini- 
grants, and the baggage of all steerage passengers 
cowing from suspicious German districts near the 
Russian frontier was disinfected. On the cholera's 
invasion of Hamburg, two physicians were placed 
on each one of our steamers, instead of one, 
as heretoiore, and all the steerage baggage was «is- 
infected and steerage passengers subjected to a 
quarantine of from tourto five days before embark- 
ingat Bremen. When the President's proclamation 
was issued, imposing a quarantine period of twenty 
days on steerage passengers arriving here, our com- 
pany immediately discontinued the bvvoking of 
sieerage passengers for this port. The fact that no 
case of cholera, or apy disease similar to cholera, 
has appeared awong the passengers on our line su 
far, attests the care that the North German Lioyd 
Steauship Company have exercised. 

I cannot but belicve that you will acknowledge 
that no imputation of Carclessness can possibly lie 
ageinest the North German Lioyd Steamship Com- 
pany under these circumstances, 

Asforthe turther statenents in the paragraph I 
have mentioned, the North Germau Lieyd sieam- 
ship Spree, that lett New-York yesterday for Ure- 
meu, carried 16 first cavin, 25 seooud cabin, and 40 
slevrage passengers.
